Phe Stvke-Hole and the Stokers. 

ihirty-six stokers take their places be- 
fore the furnace doors, each with two fire 
boxes to feed, There are three stoke-holes, 
twelve men in each, and twelve buckets of 
cold water wiih a bottle of red wine in 
every bucket. As the speed increases the 
great ship begins to rise and fail; not with 
the swell of the sea, for there is no sweil 
and no sea, but with her own powerful ex- 
ertion. 

When the ventilators catch the ocean 
breeze and begin to drink in the sait air 
there is rejoicing in the stokeroom. Un- 
fortunatcly for the stokers the increased 
draught only increases the appetite of tne 
furnaces, that seem famished for fuel. 

After four hours in the heat, semidark- 
ness and dust of the furnace room, the 
stokers come out and fresh men with fresp 
boities take their piaces. Gradually the 
Speed of the boat increases, The fires are 
fanned by the ever increasing breeze, the 
furnaces fairly roar, and the second shitt 
works harder than the first, 

If there is no wind, instead of allowing 
the stokers to-drop dead, the engineer on 
watch simply turns a lever and starts the 
twelve large steam fans, and saves the 
firemen just before the bone buttons are 
melied from, their overalis, 

The stcamship stoker is inferior mentally 
to the locomotive fireman, but physicaliy 
he is the better man, The amount of sill 
required to stoke is nothing compared to 
that of firing a railway engine, ‘ihe loco- 
Motive fireman musi use his own judgment 
at all times as to how, when and where to 
put in a fire. The ocean stoker simply 
Waits for a whistle from the gang boss, 
When he opens his furnace door, hooks, 
rakes and replenishes his fire and at anoth- 
er signal closes the doors, the same whis- 
tle being a signal to his brother stoker at 
the other end of the boiler to fix his fire. 

The white glare of the furnaces when the 
fires are being raked is so intense that the 
place seems dark when the doors are closed, 
And through that durkness comes tine noise 
of rattling clinker hooks, the roar of the 
fires, the squeak of the steering engine and 
the awiul sound cof the billows breaking on 
the ship. Once above ali this din { heard 
@ stoker sivg: 


and 


“Oh, what care we,

Then came the sharp whistle and the 
s0ng was cut short as the stoker bent to 
his work and again the twenty-four fur- 
naces throw their blinding glare into our 
faces. 

With all the apparatus for cooling the 
stoxeroom it is still uw first-class submarine 
hell. 

One night when the sea was wicked, roll- 
ing high and fast from the banks of New- 
foundland; when the mast swung to and 
fro like a great pendulum upside down, I 
climbed down to the engine rooms. When 
the ship shot downward and the screws 
went out of the watcr the mighty engines 
flew like dynamos, making the huge boat 
with her hundreds of tons tremble till the 
ecrews went down into the water xegain. 
An Amateur Stoker Driven Insune. 

In the stoxerooms the boilers lay cross- 
wise of the ship, so when she roils it is 
with the greatest dilticulty that the stoker 
prevents himself fron being shot j ead first 
into one of the furnaces, Here I watched 
these srim toilers this wild night, aud it 
wseemcd the more she rolied, pitcmed and 
plunged the more furiously they fed the 
furnaces, What with the speed of the 
ship and the spoeé of the wind tho draught 
was terrific and the fire boxes .eemed ca- 
pable of consuming any amount of coal 
that could be thrown into their red throats, 
Though abdsoluicliy safe the stokeroom on 
@ night like tnis ‘s an awiul place ior one 
unusued to guch scenes; so terrible that a 
youn, German, working his way from New 
York to lMlamburg, was driven insane. 

As the sea began to break heavily on the 
sides of the beat and make her rock like u 
frail icaf in an autumn wind, the man wag

“No,” gaid the captain, ‘she’s making 
twelve knots an hour, and only a few years 
ago she was one of the ‘ocean gray- 
hounds.’ "’ 

Within the last decade the time between 
New York and Southampton has been re- 
duced by nearly two days, but those who 
look for a like reduction within the next 
ten years will surely be disappointed. A 
Ship of 30,000 horse power is able to make 
only a little more than a mile an hour 
more than one of 16,000. If, by nearly 
doubling the horse power, and with 25 per 
cent more firemen, we can shorten the 
time barely a half day, then indeed does 
the problem become a difficult one. 

A Typical Liner. 


The Furst Bismarck is 502 feet long, 27 
feet wide and 60 feet deep from her hurri- 
cane deck to her keel. There are nine 
huge boilers, 15 feet 7 inches in diameter 
and 19 feet long. It requires 130 stokers 
and trimmers and 300 tons of coal a day 
to keep them hot. They boil down 100 
tons of water every twenty-four hours. 
There are, all told, fifty-five engines on 
board the ‘ship. The steam that drives 
the boat passes through three pairs of 
cylinders, The first are forty-three inches 
in diameter and work at a pressure equal 
to sixteen atmospheres. The next, sixty- 
seven inches, working at four atmospheres. 
The third are the low-pressure cylinders, 
106 inches in diameter, with one agmos- 
phere pressure and a vacuum equal in 
working power to an atmosphere. 

There are two main shafts, one to each 
screw, or propellor, twenty inches in di- 
ameter, each 142 feet long and weighing @ 
ton for every foot of steel. 

There are twelve ‘engineers and twelve 
assistants. Over all these men there is 
a chief engineer, whose duties are similar 
to those of a master mechanic on a rail- 
way. His office is a little palace, finished 
in beautiful Hungarian ash, supplied with 
easy chairs and soft couches. There is an 
indicator which shows at all times the 
pressure under which the various engines 
are working and the speed of the boat. 
The Water-Tight Compartments. 

When we were to go below, our 
guide pressed a button, which, he explain- 
ed to us, was a Signal to the engineer in 
charge to oyen the doors and allow us to 
pass from one rvom to another, for there 
are watertight doors between the cngines. 
There are in all thirteen airtight compart- 
ments, so that if a man-of-war were to 
Stave a hole in one side of the Bismarck, 
that compartment would simply fill with 
water, but would do no serious damage. In 
fact, a half dozen holes might be stove in 
and she would continue to ride the waves, 
If the Bismarck were to strike a rock 
and cave in six feet of her bottom or Keel, 
she would then come +o a soiid steel plate 
or false bottom, that would stand almost 
any pressure.

The Table and the Stewards. 

I'he chief steward has been with the com- 
pany tweniy-seven years and will p.oba- 
bly be there as long as he cares to remain, 
There are eighty-four other stewards who 
report directly or indirectly to him. The 
passengers are divided into three classes— 
first cabin, second cabin and steerage—so 
that three separate and distinct Kitchens 
and dining rooms are kept up. The tvod 
furnished for the steerage passengers 18 
better than one would expect when we 
consider that the company carries them 
from New York to Hamburg and Keeps 
them on board seven days for $10. 

‘Nhe food and service in the second cabin 
is better than the average % a ‘ay Ameri- 
can hotel. In the first cabin saloon it is 
perfect. Everytning about the ship 
has a military air. the stew- 
ards file in in regular order, and- when 
a change is mide they all march out, kcep- 
ing time to the band, and making, with | 
their neat uniforms and snow white gloves, 
a goodly sight to see. 

ach table has its own table steward | 
and at the elbow of each passenger stands 
under stewadarl wii SeecillS 
perfectly capable of anticipating your very 
thoughts. If a drop of coffee is spilled over 
your cup—before you have time to realize 
it yourself—both cup and saucer are ex- 
changed for one in perfect trim. 
The regular dinner consists of from seven 
to ten courses and ig fit for the emperor, 
"he wines and ales are excellent, and what 
surprises every one they are 40 per cent 
cheaper than in New York. 

Im addition to the regular meals at 8 
o'clock every evening they serve tea in the 
train saloon to all who dare to indulge in | 
that stimulant.

the people sit about the table and eat the 
daintiest little sandwiches and some of 
them drink the delightful Hamburg beer, 
while the band plays.

If you remain on deck, the deck 
steward will bring you an excellent dinner 
without any extra charge.

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Fiftieth Year of the Southern Baptist 
Convention. 


WILL MEET IN WASHINGTON IN MAY 


Georgia Has Two ofthe Most Important 
Offices— History of the Conven- 
tionand Its Work. 


———_ 


The meeting this year of the Southern 
Baptist convention will be signalized by the 
fact that {it is the fiftieth year of the con- 
vention—the golden jubilee, 

The convention met two years ago in At- 
lanta, and wag attended to such ar extent 
that Trinity church was taxed tg its ut- 
most capacity to accommodate just the del- 
egates. 

The golden jubilee meeting will occur 
in Washington, D. C., on Friday, May 10th. 
Although this is the fiftieth year of the 
Southern Baptist convention, it is only the 
thirty-niuth session, as no convention was 
held from 1863 until 1866, Sermt-annual con- 
ventions had been held up to 1863, 

It ig proposed, in recognition of the gold- 
en jubilee of the convention, to make 4 
special effort to increase the contributions 
of the churches to mission work, The con- 
tributors to the missions at the present 
time number about one-fifth of the member- 
ship and a jubilee effort will be made to in- 
duce all of the members of the churches at- 
tached to the convention to contribute to 
the mission cause. Georgia is interested in 
the convention, and has two officers in it— 
Hon. W. J. Northen, vice president, and Dr. 
Lansing Burrows, of Augusta, secretary, 

The first session of the Southern Baptist 
convention was held in Augusta, Ga,, on 
May 10, 1545, William B. Johnson, 0! 
South Carolina, was chosen as the first 
president of the convention, with Jesse 
Hartwell, of Alabama, and James C. Crane, 
of Virginia, secretaries. The next session 
was held in Richmond, Va., with the same 
officers, At this session the late Kev. Dr, 
Richard Fuller, of Baltimore, preached 
the convention sermon, Dr, Fuller again 
preached the sermon at the session of 1866. 
in Rusgellville, Ky. The late Rev, Dr. J. 
W. M. Williams, of the First church, Bal- 
\imore, preached the convention sermon at 
the session of 1872, in Raleigh, N.C. At 
this session the late Major E. Calvin Wil- 
liams, of Baltimore, was one of the sec- 
retaries, and Rev. Dr, Frank M. Ellis, so 
well known in Baltimore, has preached to 
the convention, 

Arrangements in Washington. 

The convention met last May in Dallas, 
Tex. The total number entitled to seats 
was 1,175, and there were present 772 dele- 
gates, The convention adjourned to meet 
at a point to be selected by the southern 
boards of the convention, and they have 
since decided that it shall meet as stated, 
The Washington city local committee of ar- 
rangements recently held a meeting, pre- 
sided over by Rev. Dr. C, A. Stakely, chair- 
man of the committee, and they decided 
upon the meeting place in Washington and 
other local details. Arrangeménis will be 
made for possible overfiow meetings in the 
vicinity of the First church. Local com- 
mijttees have been appointed on finance, ho- 
tels and boarding houses, reception, as- 
signment of delegates to homes, public 
comfort, transportation, postoflice, press. 
pulpit supply and excursions, and informa- 
tion, 

Affairs of.the Convention. 

The Southern Baptist convention is one of 
the largest delegated religious bodies in the 
land, and perhaps the largest in the num- 
ber of delegates appointed to the different 
affiliating associations, 

The general officers of the convention are 
as follows: President, Hon, Jonathan Har- 
alson, LL. D., Montgomery, Ala.; vice pres; 
idents, Francis Marion Ellis, D, D., Balti- 
more, Md,; John William Jones, D, D., 
University of Virginia; Samuel Howara 
Ford, D. D., LL. D., St, Louis, Mo,; Hon, 
William Jonathan Northen, LL, D., Atian- 
ta, Ga. Secretaries, Lansing Burrows, VL,

W. Norton, Louisville, Ky.; auditor, Wil- 
liam Patrick Harvey, D. D., Louisville, Ky.; 
secretary foreign mission board, Rev. Dr. 
R, J. Willingham, Richmond, Va. 

The Southern Convention’s Origin. 

The convention originated in a withdrawal] 
of the southern churches from union and 
co-operation with the general convention 
of the Baptist denomination in the United 
States, which was popularly known as “the 
triennial conventicn.” That body had been 
organized in Philadelphia May 21, 1814. It 
had at first the one object of aiding mis- 
sions, being an aftergrowth of the starting 
of the first American Baptist foreign mis- 
sion in India by Adoniram Judson, his wife 
and Luther Rice, who sailed for Ind!a in 
the year 1812. Mr. Rica purned to the 
United States, and through his addresses 
awakened great interest in the foreign mis- 
sion work. 

What Caused the Separation. 

The separation of the southern Baptist 
churches from the northerh churches was 
an aftergrowth of the anti-slavery gsenti- 
ment in the north, and the demand by the 
Alabama State Baptist convention in 1844 
for a “distinct, explicit avowal that slave- 
holders are eligible and entitled equally 
with non-slaveholders to all the privileges 
and immunities of their several unions, 
and especially to recsive any agency or 
mission, or other appointment which may 
run within the scope of their operations 
or duties.” To this the triennial convention 
board replied:’ “If any one should offer 
himself ag a missionary, baving slaves, and 
insist on retaining them as his property, 
we could not appoint him. One thing is 
certain, We can never be a party to an 
arrangement which would imply approba- 
tion of slavery.” This reply led the board 
of the Virginia Foreign Missiona 
to address a elvenier to gg }tsewie 
churches of Virginia, calling upon those 
who felt aggrieved by the Boston board’s 
reply to meet in convention, and suggested 
Augusta, Ga., a8 the place of meeting. Be- 
fure this convention ussembled in Augusta 
@ separation had virtually taken place by 
the action of the Home Mission Society, 
at its meeting in Providence, R. I., in April, 
1845. At this meeting resolutions were 
adcpted recognizing that there should be 
no distinction as to eligibility to office 
among the members, but at the same time 
Bu ng that it was better for the north. 

and southern members, amicably, to 
separate organizations. 

Thus wag started the Southern Baptist 
convention, which at once secured the en- 
thusiastic support of the churches in the 
south. Rey, J. B. Jeter, D. D., was the 
first president of the board of foreign mis- 
sions of the sotTiern convention.

the holy tomb and which gradually has as- 
gumed the appearance of a huge irregular 
yock. It has two enormous doors of the 
‘twelfth century framed in ornamentation 
of the curiously antique design. One of 
these doors is closed. Through the other, 
which is wide open, one sees within thou- 
gands of small flames. Songs, cries, piercing 
Jamentations issue thence. 

After having passed through the door 
you find yourself in the century shadow 
ef a sort of ante-room, which opens mag- 
nificent, deep vistas in which innumerable 
lamps are burning. The Turkish soldiers 
armed as for a carnage hold this entrance 
guarded as a military post. Sitting like 
govereigns on a broad divan they glance at 
the passing worshipers of this place, which, 
gccording to their manner of seeing, 
ashame for the Mussulman Jerusalem and 
which the wildest among them have not 
ceased to callel komamah (filth.) 

When First Entering. 

Oh, how unexpected and never to be for- 
gotten is the impression when entering 
here the first time! A labyrinth with dim 
holy sanctuaries from all ages and of all 
designs, which communicate by means of 
doors, portieres or glorious peristyles, 2@! 
also by small secret doors cellar windows 
o prison casements. Some are raised as 
ffon high tribunes; others are subterrane- 
an, where you are elbowing with the dark- 
pess, and which, between cliff walls, have 
ramained untouched, damp and black. All 
tis is in half nightly darkness, with here 
wd there a cluster of radiant lights, which 


‘ly intensifies the shadows about you; 
@- thie tnterminabdty scar-bestrewn with 


tay fames from gold and silver lamps, sus- 
peel from thousands of semi-arches. And 
everywhere a multitude of people wander- 
ing about in a Babylonian confusion or 
standing in bizarre looking groups, accord- 
ing to their nationality, around the golden 
tabernacles where service is being held. 
The psaim singing, lamentawuons, the 
hymns of praise resound through the wide 
vaults or reverberate in a trembling tone in 
the tomb beneath. The Greeks’ nasal sound- 
ing melodies lost in the piercing shrieks 
of the Copts. And in all these voices which 
tremble with tears and burn with prayers, 
there is the common exaltation which si- 
multaneously breathes of discord and per- 
fect harmony, The combination results 
finally into something that one never has 
beard before; it rises from this place like a 
great lamentation of souls and their cry of 
anguish before death, 


In the center of the rotunda with a very 
high cupola, in which you first enter and be- 


tween the pillars of which you indistinctly 
see the dim outlines of the other sanctua- 
ries stands a large marble kiosk of a semi- 
barbarian sumptuousness and bestrewn 
with richly wrought silver lamps. This 
kiosk contains the tombstone. Around this 
very holy place stands and moves the multi- 
tude. Here some hundred Muschiks and 
Matuschks kneel on the pavement; there

st2nd women from Jerusalem, who, with 
their long white veils look like a group of 
ciassic maidens in this dreamy twilight. 
Then there are Arabs in turbans, with 
swords In their hands; people of all faiths 
and languages; You do not tarry long in 
the oppressively close atmosphere of the 
repository of the holy tomb, which forms 
the real heart in the group of basilicas 
and chapels. You enter, with head bending 
low, @ very small door. In here is the tomb 
itself, set in marble and surrounded by 
images and lamps of pure gold. Simulta- 
neously with me pass a Russian soldier, a 
decrepid old female beggar in rags, and an 
oriental woman in a magnificent gold-em- 
broidered robe, all, while stooping, kissing 
the edge of the tomb, Others follow after, 
and yet others shall for eternity follow to 
embrace, kiss ani with their tears wash 
these same stones 
Rock of Golgotha. 

Near this holy kiosk rises the rock of 
Golgotha, On it rests two chapels reach- 
ed by a staircase of some twenty steps. 
This is really the chosen ground where 
kneels and sighs the miltitude. 
The most gorgeous of these chap. 
els is of the Greeks. Against a sil- 
ver gloria, which glows ‘tin the _ back- 
ground iike a rainbow, hang in life size 
the pale images of the crucifix of Christ 
and those of the two thieves. The walls 
are completely hid beneath a covering of 
objects in gold, silver and precious stones. 
The altar itself is raised on the spot 
where the crucifixion took place, and be- 
neath the altar rail in the black rock is 
seen the hole in which the cross was 
fastened. It is here where you irresistib- 
ly fall on your knees, moistening these 
dark stones with your tears and kisses, 
while the never-ceasing somniferous surg- 
ing of the songs and prayers rises from 
the sanctuaries below. 

And for nearly 2,000 years this has been 
repeate here in this very place. In dif- 
ferent forms, in separate basilicas, with 
interruptions during sieges, carnages and 
battles, but with a repetition afterward of 
an even more impassioned and universal 
kind, there is sounded here the same con. 
cert of hymns, the same great union of 
reminiscent despair and triumphant acts 
of mercy. 

It is a little idolatrous, this worship fgr 
Him who has said: “God is a spirit, and 
those who worship Him shall worship Him 
in the spirit and in truth.” But this is in- 
stead so very human! It answers so well 
our instincts and our misery! The first 
Christians certainly did rot invest their 
primitive, pure, spiritual] faith, the teach- 
ings of the Master still living in their souls, 
with pomp, symbols and images. Above all 
it was not earthly memories—a place of 
martyrdom and an empty tomb—which oc- 
cupied their minds. They did not think of 
looking there for their Savior; they saw 
Him so vividly forever released from earth- 
ly things, soaring above in the sphere of 
pure light. But we have—we have all, the 
people of the occident and the north—some 
later from the naive banbarism than from 
the classic commonwealth whence came 
the first Christians. In the middle ages 
when the new faith penetrated our forests 
it darkened many a primitive belief. Among 
us there ts a meager handful who have 
freed themselves from the ready traditions 
to enable them to reach an evangelical cult 
in spirit and truth. And besides, when the 
faith is kindled within our modern souls 
it is still to this so human veneration for 
places and memories that unbelievers like 
mvself are driven by a lacerating longing 


Oh, Christ! for whom these multitudes 
have come and wept! Christ for whom this 
old beggar woman, here by my side, bends 
forward kissing the tombstone, while she 
opens her whole miserable heart and weens 
the gladsome tears of hope! Christ. who 
holds even me, as well as her, in a falter- 
ing yet serene inward peace—oh! even had 
He been but one of our brothers in suffer- 
ing, how would not His memory have 
nevertheless been worshiped for his long 
dream of love, reunion and eternity, and 
how should not this epot be blessed, this 
unique and remarkable place which is eall- 
ed the holv tomb—®ven were it doubtful: 
yes. a fiction—to which, in spite of all, 
during fifteen centuries, have come multi- 
tudes bowed with deep sorrow: here have 
hardened harts melted like snow and here 
are my eyes now nearly to be bedimmed 
by the rapture of a last prayer—very il- 
logical. that IT know—but indescribable and 
eternal.—(From an advance sheet of “Je- 
rusalem,” the latest and most important 
work of Pierre Loti, which is soon to be 
published.)

Meotings This Week Will Bring Many 
Railroaders Here, 


THE NEW PASSENGER ASSOCIATION 


A Call fora Meeting by Mr. Harry Walters 
Other Newsand Gossip of 
the Railroads. 


There will be two big railroad meetings 
in Atlanta this week which will bring to 
this city the representative railroad men of 
the south. 

One of the meetings is to be held on 
Tuesday and another on Friday. 

The one Tuesday will be a-gathering of 
a fe of the leading railroaders of the south 
to take some preliminary action with re- 
Spect to traffic arrangements with the 
new passenger association that is supposed 
will be organized when the passenger peo- 
Ple meet Friday. 

The meeting Friday is to be held at 
the call of Mr. Harry Walters, president 
of the Atlantic Coast line, who was chair- 
man of the last meeting of representatives 
from alk the principal lines of the south for 
the purpose or reorganizing the Southern 
Passenger Association. 

At the former meeting it was decided to 
have @ new passenger association on a 
different line of formation to the old one. 

The idea is to have an association that 
will be presided over by a commissioner who 
has no other duties than those of the office 
to which he is elected. The final and for- 
mal action of the roads in the matter of 
Signing the agreement by which the asso. 
ciation is to be organized was left undone 
till the chairman should call a meeting. 

The meeting is called for the 8th instant. 
At this meeting the new commissioner is 
to be elected and the articles or agree- 
ment are to be signed. The name of the 
new association has already been agreed 
upon by the railroaders present at the last 
mass meeting. 

It is to be known as the Southern States 
Passenger Association. 

Following is the call issued by Chairman 
Harry Walters for the meeting that is to 
be held here on Thursday: 

“Wilmington, N. C.. February 23, 1895.— 
Dear Sir: ‘the roads interested in the south- 
ern passenger business who attended the 
mass meeting held in Atlanta on the lth 
instant, were unanimous in the opinion 
that an organization was necessary to con- 
trol the making and enforcement of pas. 
senger rates in the south. 

“Ihe heads of the passenger depart- 
ments of the roads present drew up an 
agreement which has been printed and 
mailed to you. 

“The mass meeting adjourned jubject to 
the call of the chairman. 

“As it has been determined that the ex- 
isting Southern Passenger Association 
shall go out of existence on March 12th, 
it is necessary that the meeting shall be 
reconvened before that date to perfect 
the new organization. 

“The chairman hereby notifies you that 
said meeting is called to convene in At- 
lanta, Ga., on Friday, March 8th, at 
10 qclock a. m., at the office of the 
Southern Railway and Steamship Asso- 
ciation. 

“It is of the greatest importance that, 
in addition to the heads of the passenger 
departments, the executive officer of each 
company desiring to become a member 
of the new. organization should be pres- 
ent at this meeting, in order_ that the 
agreement may be fully executed. This is 
more important than under any previous 
arrangement, because each executive officer 
is to designate over his signature the num- 
ber of miles of his road to be protected un- 
der the agreement. 

“In case the executive officer of any com- 
pany cannot be present, the chairman 
would suggest that such officer corres- 
pond by letter with the chairman, stat- 
ing what part of his road will be signed 
for without regard to other lines joining 
and what part of his line he will sign for 
in case other lines join. 

“The request is made in order that the 
chairman may be able to make up before 
the meeting, if possible, with such other 
companies the question of their joining. 

“The chairman would have called this 
Meeting earlier but for the fact that he 
found the date fixed to be the earliest upon 
which the executive officers of several 
important lines could be present. 

‘All will appreciate the necessity for 
perfecting the organization on the date 
named, otherwise after the 12th of March 
there will be no passenger association.

Splendid Suggestion Made at the Meeting 
Last Night, 


IT WAS OFFERED BY MR. C. |. BRANAN 


Puts Himself Down for a Subscription of 
$100—Colonel Glenn Made an 
Kloquent Speech. 


Always in the van, Atlanta’s traveling 
men and merchants have again shown their 
spirit of enterprise and their interest in 
Atlanta’s welfare by a movement which 
was put on foot at an enthusiastic meeting 
held last night in the Chamber of Com- 
merce and presided over by Mr. John M. 
Green, 

it is a proposition to build a hotel for the 
accommodation of the visitors to Atlanta 
during the exposition, a hostelry which 
might aptly be called the Commercial ho- 
tel, 

Mr. Charles I, Branan, who is a thor- 
oughly enterprising business man and a 
typical Atlanta spirit, is responsible for the 
splendid and needed movement, and in 
placing the suggestion to the front accom- 
panied it by the statement that he would 
subscribe $100. 

Mr, Branan’s suggestion was inspired by 
a statement from that Nestor of traveling 
men, Mr, W. H. Jones, who said that wher- 
ever he went he was asked if there were 
enough hotels in Atlanta to accommodate 
the people. He said that he did not reply 
directly to the question, as he would have 
been obliged to answer in the negative, but 
that he simply said to all.queries along this 
line: 

“Atlanta will accommodate every visitor 
comfortably.’’ 

At the conclusion of Mr. Jones’s remark, 
Mr. Branan sprung to his feet and said: 

“It is just such a meeting as this and 
just such a spirit that often begin great 
movements. I know that more hotels are 
absolutely necessary, and the subject needs 
agitation. I think that the drummers and 
merchants in Atlanta should take the ini- 
tial step tonight by appoining a committee 
on hotels and set about securing subscrip- 
tions for building one, I will take $100 
worth of stock. (Applause.) It is true that 
we may not make anything, but we should 
not care for that, for itis for Atlanta that 
we are making the movement.

Sentiments bore the marks of thought and 
every sentence was gracefully complete.

Pettett v. Mayor, etc., of Macon. Before 
Judge Griggs. Bibb superior court. 
Atkinson, J.—l. Where, during the prog- 

ress of a cause then on trial, all the par- 
ties. fn open court, upon mutual consent, 
agree to confine the matter in contro- 
versy to a single issue which is plainly 
and distinctly made in the pleadings, and 
the court, upon this agreement, proceeds 
with the trial, neither party can thereafter, 
during such trial, as a matter of right, 
amend the pleadings by the introduction of 
Other and distinct issues, even though 
such issues might have been, in the first 
instance, proper and germane to those 
presented in the original pleadings. The 
enforcement of such agreements is neces- 
sarily within the discretion of the presid- 
ing judge, and, unless such discretion is 
abused, this court will not interfere. 

2. The mere appropriation by a municipal 
corporation to a particular public use of 
&@ part of its own public domain is not of 
itsclf such an irrevocable dedication of such 
property to such particuiar use as will 
prevent a subsequent appropriation of the 
Same property to such other publie use 
as the interests of the public may thereafter 
require. In order for such an appropria- 
tion of property to amount to an irrevoca- 
ble public dedication. there must be, upon 
the part of the public, such user under the 
first appropriation as that a change in use 
will operate as a serious injury or incon- 
venience to the general public. Practically 
a similar result’ would arise in favor of an 
individual citizen where there had. been 
such an investment by him, upon the faith 
and strength of the first appropriation, as 
that a change of use would operate as a 
fraud upon him and impair his rights of 
property thereunder vested. In the latter 
case, while as to him a dedication in its 
strict sense might not exist, an estoppeli 
would arise in his favor and bar the right 
of the municipal authorities, without com- 
pensation, to change the use. 

3. To justify the grant of an injunction at 
the suit of a private citizen, seeking to en. 
join the authorities of a municipal corpo. 
ration from making a change in the use 
to which a part of its public domain has 
been previously devoted, it must appear, 
either that there has been an irrevocable 
public appropriation to the particular use, 
or that he, or his privies in estate, upon 
the faith of such previgus appropriation, 
had so dealt with the public authorities 
with referenca.thereto as to have acquired 
a vested right in the maintenance of the 
then existing status, and further that, hav- 
ing such right, the damage which would 
flow to him from a change in the use to 
which such property was first devoted 
would be both substantial and irreparable. 

Judgment affirmed.

Simmons, C. J.—1l. The creditors of an 

insolvent mercantile corporation, the cor- 

porators of which having the full and ab- 
solute control of its affairs, have wrong- 
fully misappropriated its assets so as to 
put the same beyond the reach of these 
creditors, may, though the claim of each 
be separate and distinct from those of all 
the others, unite in an equitable petition 
for the purpose of subjecting these corpo- 
rators to individual liability because of 
such misappropriation, and to this end of 
obtaining an accounting by them for the 
assets thus misappropriated. The corpo- 
ratioh itself is a proper party co-defend- 

ant to such petition. . 

2. The gravamen of the plaintiffs’ peti- 
tion being the misappropriation complain- 
ed of, and it being alleged that such mis- 
appropriation actually occurred and was 
in law a fraud upon the rights of peti- 
tioners, it was not essential that the decla- 
ration should set forth distinct acts of 
actual fraud on the part of the corpora- 
tors in making the misappropriation. 

3. Averments in the petition to the effect 
that the alleged misappropriation occurred 
between the 24th of October, 1892, and the 
*%th of August, 1893, were sufficiently spe- 
cific as against a special demurrer alleg- 
ing that there were ‘‘no allegations of the 
time of the misappropriation.” 

4. The petition alleging that the debts 
due the petitioners were created between 
the dates above mentioned, and that they 
bore interest from the date last named, 
sufficiently, for the purpose of a case like 
the present, sets forth the time of the cre- 
ation of the petitioners’ claims.

STINSON AGRICULTURAL CLUB. 


An Organization of Farmers in Meri- 
wether County. 

Stinson, Ga., March 1.—Breaking away 
from the base of Pine mountain in Meri- 
wether county, and stretching northward, 
lies a section of ccuntry fartile in soil and 
rich in agricultural possibilities, 1t was 
here that such men as the Martins, Mc- 
Gehees, Harrises, Stinsons, Wellborns, Tig- 
nors, Campbells and others, laid the basis 
of their large landed estates, dispensed a 
generous hospitality, moulded public senti- 
ment and gave character to the arte-bellum 
days, They have all passed away and their 
estates have falllen into the hands of their 
sturdy descendants, who are following as 
closely as the changed condition of affairs 
will allow, in the footsteps of their fath- 
crs and grandfathers, As a rule, most of 
the large plantations have, in the natural 
order of things, been divided up and pleas- 
ant and well appointed little cottage homes 
here and there denote the general prosper- 
ity and thrift that characterizes this sec- 
tion. Now and then you will see one of 
those old two-storied, heavy-columned 
homes, standing among a grove of splen- 
did oaks, well kept and majestic—a land- 
mark, standing guard upon the border 
line between the present and the past. 
Driving along the highwsys you may read 
the story of thrift and prosperity in the 
well-terraced fields of grain, spreading out 
on either side. Well-filled barns, fat mules 
and hogs, attract the eye at every turn 
and, indeed, you hear but little said of 
hard times and absolutely nothing of poli- 
tics. But it is to the Stinson club that I 
wish to call attenion, for it has clearly 
demonstrated the fact that farmers can oOr- 
ganize and move in perfect harmony. This 
club, composed of the farmers of the coun- 
try around, has been organized for many 
years, and is conducted on business princi- 
ples, strict in the enforcement of its regu- 
lations, positively non-political, solely seek- 
ing the advancement of the farming inter- 
ests as well as serving as a breakwater 
against high prices and tiding one another 
over difficult places when occasion presents 
itself. It has seen the grange go down and 
from its windows looked out upon the 
dreadful wreckage of the alliance as it 
swept past on the bosom of the angry po- 
litical ocean, all the while moving smoothly 
along, upon its mission of bu™ding up the 
agricultural interests of the section. The 
club has two meetings a month, and a 
fine is placed upon absentees, unless they 
have a valid excuse, They discuss the pro- 
gress of agriculture, give their own expe- 
riences regarding their successes or fail- 
ure in the cuitivation of certain crops, dis- 
cuss experiments made with manures, prop- 
er application of fertilizers and indeed eve- 
thing that relates to farming, down to the 
minutest detail. These meft do not accept 
everything théy fear or read@n the agri- 
cultural journals, about tis or that thing, 
but when they hear of a new theory or 
experiment they go right to old mother 
earth for the truth of the thing, and when 
they have piunged a two-horse plow right 
down where her consciencé lies, they al- 
ways get a truthful answer and upon this 
wcey act and rely. For instance, tuey will 
take the bulletins from the experiment 
farm and go over and discuss them and 
then if they desire to adope any of the 
methods they first put them to a. thorough 
test and if successful they then adopt them, 
Each year the club offers a premium for 
the best yield from an acre in cotton, corn 
and grain, which stimulates ¢ach member 
to renewed efforts, for it is no small honor 
to win the premium in such a body of 
farmers, A splendid annual dinner forms a 
fitting and sumptuous period to the labors 
of the year, and lucky is he who gets an 
opportunity to look that repast in the face, 
for if he is able to get home it will abide 
with him as a thing of cherished memory, 

Mr. James F. Ogletree is president of the 
club, and Rev. Stephen D. Clements, that 
“gallant fighting chaplain,” is secretary. 
Both these gentlemen take great pride in 
the organization and tgave no personal ef- 
fort undone to promote its suczess, I talk- 
ed with a number of members today and 
find, as a rule they do not look with favor 
upon foreign immigration, although they 
have not discussed it in a body. Mr. H, H, 
Tignor, one of the leading members, said 
to me that he thought the course being 
pursued by his club, if adopted by the en- 
tire country, would smooth out many of 
the wrinkles from the troubled brows of the 
farmers—that of raising absolutely every- 
thing at home that can be raised, and that 
is necessary to the farm. He doesn’t take 
very much stock, if indeed any, in the the- 
ory of overproduction, for, said he, ‘‘there 
is not a negro con my farm’’ (and he is a 
large planter) ‘“‘who has enough cotton goods 
for himself and family, The same is true 
of the entire country. Then why speak of 
overproduction?’ 

I then asked him if his club was going to 
reduce the acreage in cotton the present 
year, 

“I think we will, but our reduction will 
come about not so much from a desire to re- 
duce our yield of cotton, but through a de- 
termination to make more corn and meat, 
and if in doing this it necessitates a reduc- 
tion in cotton acreage, well and good, but 
our purpose is to make the farm selif-sus- 
taining with a margin and then let our 
cotton be the money crop.” 

I then asked Mr. Tignor if @s club was 
not contemplating the establishment of a 
cheese-making plant. 

“No; not at present. Colonel Redding 
came over to the club some months ago, 
bringing Mr. Wing, a practical dairyman, 
with him, and we went over the entire 
ground of cheese making, taking great in- 


terest in the practical! illustrations given by 


Mr, Wing, but our club goes very slowly | 


when it is stepping on untried ground, an@ 
besides, money 1s too scarce just at this 
time for us to undertake such an enterprise, 
However, there is a member of our club 
now inaking a study of this business and it 
may be that you will, at no distant day, be 
mincing ‘Stinson cheese’ with your after- 
dinner coffee.’’ 

Mr. Tignor ig the owner of one of the fin- 
est vineyards in Georgia, and from this 
source he successfully supplements any 
Shortage in his affairs, growing out of 
&-cent cotton. He grows tne scuppernong 
grape exclusively, having about four acres 
in vigorous bearing, This is certainly the 
*“‘queen of grapes,” and as I looked ows 
upon this gray ocean of twig and vine, dige 
ttlliing from light and dew its ‘xhilarating 
beverage, I though of what a delightful 
spot this beautiful home would be for one 
to spend the summer, His granite-walled 
wine cellar, recently constructed, affords 
ample room for his yearly output of wine, 
where it is stored to‘'grow old and mellew.’” 

You could not knock one headache out of 
forty gallons of this wine, for it is the pure 
grape juice. - 

Other members of the Stinson club are 
branching off in new departures, trying to 
fill in that awful breach between 5-cent 
cotton and the necessities and comforts of 
home and family. One member is plant- 
ing largely of onions, and his experiment 
is being watched with great interest, the 
only fear being that they can’t be kept suc- 
cessfully. Bermuda grass is a great pet 
with the club, and one gentieman said to 
me today: “You may talk about your 
Kentucky blue grass, timethy, etc., but 
give me a pasture well sodded in bermuda 
grass and you can have the rest. A cow 
and sheep will shave it off as close as a 
miser’s charity and my hogs will come 
right along and get fat on the roots.” 

This grass is too familiar to need de- 
scription, but it is indeed wonderful how 
it will grow on old, bald, red hills, afford- 
ing excellent pasturage on lands entirely. 
worthless for cultivation, There fs cream 
in its blades aru lard and bacen in its 
roots, What more can be had? But don’t 
even think about it when you are working 
in your bottoms, for if you should happen 
to accidentally drop an idea concerning it, 
the whole face of the earth would be a solid 
sod by the next morning.’’ 

The brightest and richest hay fills the 
barns of the farmers and some are now 
turning their attention towards making it 
a@ money crop. The club will not buy as 
largely of commercial fertilizers this year 
as they did last, which fact points to a 
smaller crop. Another thing the club has 
done which illustrates its strength and una- 
nimity of action is in adhering to the old 
contract of one-third of the corn and halt 
the cotton, in the face of the almost univer- 
sal change to a half of everything, Under 
this last concession to’ the Iabor on the 
farms the cottoh seed are hauled off and 
sold, thereby taking away from the ensu- 
ing crop the best fertilizers, Sald a prom- 
inent member to me: , 

“We have had a good deal of trouble in 
holding to this contract, when the farmers 
all around us are giving half ef everything, 
but when the issue comes, between seeing 
my cotton seed hauled off and sold or quit- 
ting farming I am not certain but that IE 
would accept the latter. We are obliged to 
use our surplus of see@ in making Gorn on 
our uplands,” 

In speaking of the labor of the ,ceuntry 
this gentleman continued: “Do yeu know. 
that the southern negro on the farm is the 
best paid labor on earth? Well sir, if you 
will think about it you will see that I am 
correct,. for where else does the laborer 
get his house furnished him free of rent; 
his fuel hauled to b@s doer free of cost, 
and al] the implements necessary to the 
successful carrying on of his work furnish- 
ed him, then allow him half he makes? 
What class of labor upon earth has such 
a showing to accumulate and become inde- 
pendent? Oh, yes,” he continued, “we have 
the garden spot of the world right here 
in western Georgia. Our climate Ss fault- 
less, our lands are good and our people are 
moral and intelligent. Look at Florida. 
Why just let a little freeze come and she 
wraps up in blankets, sticks her feet to the 
fire and sadly watches the labor of years 
wither and die. Then Dakota and the north- 
west, Just look out there and see what @ 
sad picture is presented. Of course we feel 
the hard times here but we don’t talk it, 
and move along steadily, trimming our sail 
to fit the breeze. 

“Those fields out yonder you see are all 
p-owed with a two-horse plow deep and 
close, and you may pat it down in your 
notebook that if a fellow will bury his 
troubles in the rich, mellow soil deep and 
good, they will smile back at him in an 
abundant harvest.’’ 

A beautiful country this—a generous and 
hospitable people. Good schools and 
churches, plenty of home supplies. Whe 
would not like to abide amid such environ- 
ment, and when the twilight comes, to lie 
down to sleep beneath these peaceful shades 
and await the resurrection morn?

The query is often heard: “Of what shay 
I make a salad?’ A French cove can com. 
bine some bits of cold meat, a vegetabis 
or two, a chopped chevril, one or two 
chives, dress it with mayonnaise, and, jot 
the “dying anchorite’” weuld, indeed, pg 
tempted. Mayonnaise is, by the way, the 
basis of a number of sauces. 

The juice of boiled parsley colers it green 
and pounded lobster shell renders it coraj, 

Tartars sauce is mayonnaise made with 
taragen vinegar, and with the addition of 
capers, a little chopped pickle and a glight 
flavor of chives. - 

Another excellent sauce is mayonnaigs 
mixed with chopped cucumber of grated 
horseradish. 

When cold fowl or meat is used in 4 
salad it should always be dressed wit) 
oil or vinegar before the mayonnaise is 
added. These salads may be garnished 
beautifully with hard boiled eggs, crimse 


and flowers. 

There is a certain charming description of 
a blue violet salad, where the stemmed yw. 
olets gleamed like sapphires on the besem 
of the snowy endive. It was cool, fragrant, 
delicieus and divine.

Nicholas of Russia Has Taken Measures to 
Find Out Just What the American 
ks Newspapers Think of His Father. 


Count Cantacuzone, Russia’s ambassador 
to the United States, ‘i1as just shipped to 
the czar fou volumes, made to the im- 
perial order, which are genuine curiosities 
of bookmaking, and will attract the atten- 
tion of Dibiophiles the world over.

were made, “The Sacred Book of Omens,” 
a gorgeous Slamese work, alsoin the Astor 
library, was said to be the largest book 
seen hereabguts. But these memorial vol- 
umes, actually handmade, by Mr. Henry 
Rorncike, on specifications prescribed by the 
Czar’s representative in America, seem now 
to compcte for that honor. They are 15x- 
17% inches in size and four anda half 
inches thick, three of them bound in black 
geal with purple silk linings, and the fourth 
done in red seal, with white silk linings 
With massive clasps of gold and silver. 

No finer specimens of the bookbinder’s 
art have been seen here, but it is the na- 
ture of their contents and the method of 
their manufacture which makes the czar’s 
scrapbooks so interesting. The three bound 
in black seal contain each 10 pages of 
plate paper, on which have been pasted 

with infinite pains clippings from the 
American newspap?rs and magazines re- 
lating to the las‘ illness, death and obse- 
quies of the Czar Alexander III. On the 
frontis piece of these volumes appears the 
imperial coat of arms of Russia, with the 
Latin inscription, suggested by an eminent 
American classical scholar, Professor W. 
H, Bocock, of the Univerity of Georgia, as 
follows: 

*“‘Alexandro III, Patri Atque Principl 

Integro Vitae Scelerisque Puro.”’ 

On the clasps of each is engraved a fac- 
Bimile of the late emperor’s cipher, a crown 
and “A III.’’ The fourth book, in red seal, 
is specially intended for the eyes of the 
Czar Nicholas, contains the cream of com- 
ment in the American newspapers on his 
marriage, with many pictures of himself 
and his bride, gleaned by the Romeike 
bureau from thousands of journals, and 
forming a unique collection. The gold 
clasps of this volume show the cipher of 
the present czar ‘“‘N II.”” Kock Sons & Co., 
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FRONTISPIECE INSCRIPTION, 
Suggested by Professor Bocock, of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, 


the album makers of Pearl street, spent 
two weeks in the mechanical putting to- 
gether of the books, Shiebler & Co., the 
Broadway silversmiths, doing fhe metal 
work. The heraldic work and engrossing 
which are rarely beautiful, and were exe- 
cuted under the supervision of the Russian 
consul, were done by Miss Ameria Ritter- 
hof, of 29 Broadway. The memorial col- 
umes presented to the pope on the occasion 
of his golden jubilee, bound in white calf 
containing engrossed resolutions, etc., were 
Greatly admired at the time. They were 
made under the direction of Mr. P. W. 
Jatham, of Koch & Co., who has just finish- 
ed the binding of the second scrapbook 
of Amcrican press clippings ever made for 
a foreign potentate. The first was made 
for the Emperor Frederick, of Germany. 
The pen of the untrammeied American 
newspaper man is, indeed, a scepter in it- 
self. There is special interest in this con- 
nection in the fact that Mr. Henry Romeike, 
to whom the czar sent the order, is him- 
self 2 Russian by birth.

Good News Received at Exposition Head- 
quarters of Its Progress. 


WILL BE READY BY JULY 1ST

Chief Commissioner Dabney Has a Word 
to Say About the Work—He Is Very 
Busy in Washington.

Encouraging news was received at ex- 
position headquarters yesterday concerning 
the extensive preparations for the govern- 
ment exhibit. 

The government board, under Chief Com- 
missioner Charles W. Dabney, is collecting 
one of the finest exhibits that has ever 
been seen in the south and visitors at the 
Atlanta exposition will see ua complete ex- 
position in the government exhibit, 

Two hundred thousand is the amount to 
be expended on the exhibit, Under the 
lew $50,000 was set aside for the construc- 
tion of a building to contain the exhibit 
and the remaining $150,000 for the prepara- 
tion, transportation and return of articles 
and materials to original points of ship- 
ment after the close of the exposition. 

The law provides that the government 
exhibit should be in charge of a govern- 
ment board composed of a representative 
from, each of the eight executive depart- 
ments of the government, the Smithsonian 
irstitution and national museum and the 
United States fish commission; one of these

representatives to be appointed by. the 
president to the position of chairman, The 
shortness of the time for preparation before 
the opening of the exposition made it nec 
essary to gec to work at once, and the 
board was speedily organized and laid its 
plans for the finest exhibit possible with 
the funds at its disposal. . 

“The valuable exhibits already on hand, 
as returned from the world’s fair,’’ says 
Chief Commissioner Dabney, “reduce the 
cost of collecting and makes possible a 
much finer exhibit for the money than 
would otherwise be possible. The work of 
preparing the exhibits of the various gov- 
ernment departments and bureaus is now 
going on, and by the first of July nearly 
everything will be ready to forward to the 
exposition, Not later than August Ist, the 
installments of exhibits will commence, and 
it is expected will be completed on or before 
the opening day.” 

At the same time all is activity on the 
government site at the exposition grounds 
in Atlanta, The building designed by the 
United States. supervising architect is al- 
ready in course of construction, and will 
fittingly occupy the most conspicuous posi- 
tion in the entire exposition grounds, Being 
at the extreme northern end, overlooking 
all other buildings, and at an elevation of 
nearly one thousand feet above sea level, 
while other buildings are from fifty to 
seventy-five feet lower. 

Exhibits worth installing at an exposi- 
tion are worth seeing, and the public does 
not take kindly to going up and down stairs 
when they can be entertained without mak- 
ing that effort, For this reasai the govern- 
ment board has wisely provided no gallery 
space for exhibits, but the building, 260 by 
180 feet, with an annex 140x80 feet, making 
58,000 square feet on the ground floor and 
well lighted, will afford ample space for 
the display of the functions of our govern- 
ment in all its branches. The building is 
expected to be completed by the contrac- 
tor and turned over to the board on July 
1st. 

The exhibiting space in the government 
building has been allotted to the several de- 
partments according to the character and 
resources of each as an exhibitor, While 
some departments contain numerous bu- 
reaus, entirely different in character, but 
all interesting, other departments have but 
little of interest to the general public, 
though equally important in the administra- 
tion of the affairs of the government. For 
this reason, some departments have eight 
thousand feet allotted to them, while oth- 
ers have only one-tenth as much. Each 
space, however, is £0 arranged that it 
fronts on one or more-main aisles, and the 
visitors will be equally interested in the 
historical documents of the department of 
state, the printing of the daily weather 
may, under the direction of the weather 
bureau, the mechanisms of war and the 
aquaria, 

. The allotment of money for the prepara- 
tion and administration of the several de- 
partment exhibits is also proportionate to 
the amount of space, and while some de- 
partments are authorized to expend $28,000, 
others are restricted to $2,000, These sev- 
eral allotments must cover expenses of eve- 
ry description, and when the work is finally 
completed and the accounts are settled, the 
unexpended balance of the appropriation 
will be turned back into the treasury. 

The great variety of exhibits under one 
roof, and the fact that everything to be 
seen will represent some function of the 
general government of the United States, 
should make the government building a 
most interesting part of the exposition. The 
United States government in practical oper- 
ation is, or should be, an object of great in- 
terest to every citizen, as each individual 
is a component part of it. The exhibit, 
therefore, will be collected end arranged 
with a special view to fully informing them 
with regard to the government’s adminis- 
trative and educational features. The 
world’s fair revealed these on a Jarge and 
almost tiresome scale; the Atlanta exposi- 
tion will set them forth on a smaller, but 
more concise plan, Everything necessary 
for a comprehensive understanding of the 
workings of this great government will be 
displayed in the government building, and 
so carefully arranged and classified that the 
exhibit can be studied easily arf® pleasantly 
and without too great a tax on strength 
and patience, 

Uncle Sam is nothing if not generous, It 
is frequently his pleasure to help those 
who help themselves, Especially has this 
been his attitude towards the expositions 
that have been held in varieus sections of 
our country and abroad, In this he not only 
aids these enterprises, But he Slows him- 
self off to good advantage as well. of 
course the ciftmax of the endeavor of the 
United States government in this direction 
was reached in the part it played in the 
world’s Columbian exposition, jut this great 
effort by no means exhausted its interest 
in such exhibits, as is evidenced by its at- 
titude since then toward our exposition,

“Besides the gorilla, there are other 
varietics of apes, or chimpanzees. One may 
form an idea of the age and continuity 
of this great forest when one reflects that 
such apes as are found there are only the 
survivors of numerous species of a far 
past age. 
“The insect world is very abundant, 
scorpions and centipedes, mosquitoes with- 
out mumber, and also a species of gnat, 
perhaps more troublesome than the mos- 
quitoes. The butterflies are at times ex~- 
tremely numerous, flitting along the path; 
their flight is as still as the forest itself. 
“Of snakes there is a great abundance; 
a few ere harmless, but a bite of most 
of the epecies is deadly. There are tree, 
land and water snakes. 

‘Phere are a great many spectes of ants, 
some of which are found in vast numbers, 
The most remarkable and most dreaded of 
all is the bashikouay, and is a most vora- 
clous creature, which carrigg nothing 
away, but eats its prey on the apot. 

“It is the dread of all living animals 
of the forest—the elephant, the leopard, 
the gorilla, and all the insect world—and 
man himself is compelled to fee before 
the advance of these marauders or to pro- 
tect himself by fire and boiling water. 

“It is the habit of the bashikouay to 
march through the forest in a long, regular 
line, ahout two inches broad or more, and 
often miles in length. All along the line . 
larger ants, who act as officers, stand ‘out- 
side the ranks and keep the singular 
army in order. If they come to a place 
where there are no trees to shelter them 
from the sun, the heat of which they can- 
not bear, they immediately burrow under- 
ground and form tunnels. It takes often 
more tham twelve hours for one of these 
armies to pass.”’

Drunken Wasps, 


That drunkenness and its mischievous 
consequences are not peculiar to human 
beings will be seen from the observations 
of Mr. Lawson Tait, who writes-in The 
Popular Science News tha@ he has noticed 
the avidity with which wasps attack cer- 
tain fruit when it is overripe, and he has 
also noticed some of the peculiar results 
of their doing so. 

The sugar in some fruits Which are most 
frequented by wasps has a tendency to 
pass into a kind of alcohol, in the ordinary 
process of rotting, a fact which is easily 
ascertained by the use of a still not large 
enough to attract the attention of the 
excise authorities. 

On such fruits, particularly grapes and 
certain plums, you will see wasps pushing 
and fighting in numbers much larger than 
can be accommodated, and you will see 
them get very drunk, crawl away in a 
semi-somnolent condition, and repose in 


We have heard of the language of mon- 
keys, and of the language of hens, and of 
the language of crows, and even of ants; 
but it will be a new idea to most people, 
probably, that fishes have a language of 
their own. An English fisherman, Mr. 
Basil Field, has been making some in- 
vestigations which lead him to suppose 
that fishes have some way of communi- 
cating a notion of their experiences to 
Other fishes. 

Mr. Field carried on his experiments, 
which he has described in an article in 
The Fortnightly Review, in the fish ponds 
of Mr. Andrew, at Guildford, England. 
These ponds are full of trout, which, at the 
time when Mr. Field first visited them, 
were 80 little accustomed to being troubled 
that when he threw a baited hook into 
the water all the trout in sight—a great 
mumber—rushed eagerly upon it. 

He caught one, and removing it from 
the hook, threw it back into the pond. 
Then he put in a freshly baited hook. 
Two or three trout only came after it. 

One of these he caught, and threw it 
back into the water. Again he resumed 
his fishing with a newly-baited hook, and 
this time, although the pond was swarming 
with fish, it was only after a long time 
that he lured another trout to his bait. 
And after a little further time it was en- 
tirely impossible to catch a‘trout in this 
pond. 

However, by experimenting in another 
pond equally well stocked, and not throw- 
ing back any fish, Mr. Field found that 
he could catch trout as long as he chose. 
The fish did not seem to understand that 
the removal of one of their number by 
this strange means meant danger to them, 
but came continually to the bait. 

If, Mr. Field reasons, it is only when 
the captured fish, released, goes back and 
mingles with his fellows that the danger 
is learned, and then is learned instantly, 
it must follow that the released fish has 
some means of making the others under- 
stand the perils of the hook. This, what- 
ever it is, may be called a “language.”’

Training to Speak. 


Bishop Wilberforce was noted for the 
variety of his speeches and sermons, even 
when they all treated of the same sub- 
ject. His addresses at confirmations and 
at missionary meetings were remarkable 
for their variations on the same themes. 
A friend who had heard him speak, day 
after day for several weeks, in behalf of 
the Society for the Propagation of the 
Gospel, expressed his surprise that he could 
treat the same subject in such a variety 
of ways. The eloquent preacher replied: 
“I owe my facility mainly to my father. 
He took pains to form in me the habit of 
speaking. He would see to it that I thor- 
oughly acquainted myself with a given 
Subject, and then require me to speak on 
it without notes, and trusting to the inspi- 
ration of the momefit for suitable words. 
This practice strengthened my memory and 
cultivated the power of mentally arrang- 
ing and dividing a subject.” 

The earl of Chatham trained his son, 
William Pitt, in a similar way. Pitt was 
the familiar friend of William Wilberforce, 
the philanthropist, and the father of the 
bishop. Doubtless he learned from Pitt 
this method of cultivating the faculty of 
thinking and speaking on one’s legs.

In the School of Brienne.—His War Genius Foreshadowed by

Ill.—AUTUN AND BRIENNB. 


The old town of Autun lies on the left 
bank of the Arroux, 164 miles southeast of 
Paris, Here the boys Buonaparte were put 
to school in January of The town is 
an epitome of European history. It was 
the capital of the brave Aeduans, whom 
Caesar overcame in the first year of the 
Gallic war. The place from being a Ro- 
man Oppidum became barbarian again. 
The Vandals had it, then the Burgundians, 
then the Huns, then the Franks, then the 
Saracens, then the Normans and once the 
English, Of these vicissitudes the monu- 
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NAPOLEON AT TWENTY-TWO, 


mental traces remained when Napoleon, in 


his tenth year, arrived at the gates. He 
was put under charge of the Abbe Chaydon, 
nephew of the General Marboetf. The lat- 
ter devoted himself to the interests of the 
Buonaparte family and paid a part of the 
expenses. 

The plan of Carlo Buonaparte and his 
friend, the general, was to give to both 
the boys a military education. It was 
deemed expedient that they should first 
learn French in the school of the abbe, at 
Autun. To this work they were put on 
their arrival, and in about three months 
they were reckoned sufficiently advanced 
to begin a regular course of instruction in 
some military establishment. 

Meanwhile the father and Marboeuf had 
gone to Versailles and were assiduous in 
their efforts to get the boys established as 
pensioners. The solicitation was that the 
young fellows should be educated at the 
expense of the state. Marboeuf invented 
a fiction, flecked with fact, about the no- 
bility of his wards, and the petition was 
granted finaliy as to Napoleon. But Jo- 
seph had now passed the limit of his elev- 
enth year, and was no longer eligibie—un- 
less by violation of law, He must. there- 
fore be diverted to the priesthood, while 
the younger brother was assigned, at the 
public charge, to the military academy at 
Brienne-la-Chapelle, on the right bank of 
the Aube, in the department of the same 
name, 118 miles from Paris, Thither he 
was transferred in the latter part of April, 
1779, and was admitted as a cadet. 

At Autun, the chief business had been 
to teach him French. He applied himself 
closely to this task, but not very success- 
fully. He learned to speak French, broken- 
ly, with an Italian accent. To the end of 
his life he never acquired a nice knowl- 
edge of the adopted tongue. His grammar 
was broken, his composition thunderstruck 
and his spelling heretical. His practical 
knowledge of the language which he was 
destined to use for forty-two years in 
his intercourse with men was sufficient; 
but his mind was never tolerant of techni- 
calities. These he slurred over with im- 
petuous impatience, as though they were 
insignificant details fit for children. 

This trait of neglecting the exactitudes 
was strongly manifested from Napoleon's 
childhood. He went as far as the practi- 
cal in whatever subject ‘he touched; but 
having seized thus much, he cared for 
nothing else. He desired correctness in 
others, for that-was useful to him; but as 
for himself, he wanted only aggregate re- 
sults and a knowledge of their practical 
advantage. All authors have commented 
on the inaccuracies and lapses in the Na- 
poleonic correspondence and manuscripts. 
It became his habit to slur over, in his 
rapid way, the errors in his writing; and 
his arrogance seemed to convince him 
that, while correct spelling was an ac- 
complishment in pedagogues, it was rather 
a fault in great men. 

His teacher, the abbe, has left a sketch 
of the lad, as he was at Autun, entirely 
consistent with what we know of his an- 
tecedent and subsequent character. The 
young Bonaparte is described by his mas- 
ter as being of solemn demeanor, rarely 
laughing, never happy or mirthful; no 
disposition for playing, proud and solitary, 
. easily wounded, always resentful, learning 
with lightning like rapidity, but stopping 
short of correctness; vain of his faculties, 
patriotism almost morbid, disliking the 
powerful foreign race with which his lot 
had been cast, looking back regretfully to 
Corsica and (most unboylike) thinking 
more of his country than he did of his 
home and mother. 

Already, before leaving Autun, the pale 
little Bonaparte fell into frequent quarrels 
with his French schoolmates about the 
Corsican revolution! They insulted ‘him 
with the charge that his countrymen had 
been cowards—else they would have won 
their independence. To this he answered 
angrily that if the French had outnumber- 
ed his people only four to one, the in- 
vaders would have been defeated. Mili- 
tary calculation already!* In‘ his childhood 
be had made Paoli a god; and it is re- 
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corded of him that he said in one of his 
playground disputes: “Paoll was a great 
general, and I should much like to emulate 
him!’ 

The military academy at Brienne was 
one of ten of like kind recently established 
in the kingdom. Besides these, there were 
two higher schools, one at Paris and the 
other at La Flieche. This system had su- 
perseded another which had failed on ac- 
count of its unpopularity. The military 
education and the right thereto was a 
plum for the nobles. Boys of the third 
estate had thereinno part or lot. In the 
schools were gathered the weakened repro- 
quctions of a moribund nobility. The 
governors of the schools were even 48 the 
cadets. The institutions degenerated, un- 
ti’ there was a popular reaction against 
them. There was a reform, headed by the 
church. New schools were established, 
end monks were put in charge of them. 

At the time when the boy Napoleon went 
to Brienne, the remarkable condition was 
presented of a system of military schools 
in charge of the monastic fathers, The 
<cl Citicn was as if West Point and Annap- 
clis shculd be put under the administration 
of a general conference! The Brienne acad- 
emy was conducted by the Minim fathers, 
good men in their way, but as sources of 
inspiration to lads with the gleam of mili- 
tery glory in their brains they were mere 
dullness and obfuscation! The courses of 
study were in mathematics, geography, 
history, Latin, modern languages, philoso- 
phy and such poor misnamed science as 
might be squeezed from the sponge of cler- 
ical dcgmatism in the eighteenth century. 

Such was the disciplinary fare which was 
offered to the boy Napoleon, He was now 
far removed from friends and kinsmen. He 
made the acquaintance of hfs schoolmates; 
admired one of them, Bourrienne, and seem- 
ed to love another—Des Mazis; but his char- 
acter and manner were rocks of offense to 
the rest of the hundred and fifty. Nothing 
more striking has been presented in per- 
sonal annals than the contrast which the 
poor Corsican lad, with his solemn face, 
long, stiff black hair, haughty expression, 
close shut Italian mouth, solitary pride of 
bear'ng and unfashionable insular suit, af- 
forded to the throng of noble, mocking ef- 
feminates among whom he was washed up 
as from the sea. . 

On his entrance into the academy—which 
was a clean, well-ordered place—Napolcon 
brought from the Abbe Chardon certifi- 
cates of moderate proficiency and the usual 
character sketch of himself as a pupil, But 
nothing protected him from the inane ani- 
mosity of his fellows. They jeered at him 
in a manner that would have driven a less 
resolute spirit to despair, Had he been 
complaisant he might easily have won 
peace, if not popularity, but his defiant air 
seemed to challenge the attacks of the con- 
temptuous crowd, 

Deep down in the situation lay the prov- 
ocation of poverty. The boy perceived the 
disparagement to which he was subjected 
on this score; and it maddened him not a 
little. His most troublesome characteristic 
was this—that he would not follow in any- 
thing. He would lead. He would be first 
or nothing. Assumption of leadership and 
the air of it brought on him still greater 
contumely. The bitterness of the situation 
sometimes came to the verge of bioodshed. 
Once he got himself arrested for challeng- 
ing another to fight him on account of an 
insulting remark about his father. The 
sullen boy went muttering to the guard- 
house. Nor was he restored to condition 
until Marboeuf had interceded in person 
with the authorities. 

Getting his liberty, Napoleon sought his 
own company more than ever. For exercise 
he cultivated a small piece of ground as 
a garden. There was a hedge round about, 
and there he could be alone in his keep. 
All the while he applied himself, with 
great diligence and concentration of mind, 
to those studies which he preferred. Such 
was his willfulness that he virtually made 
his own curriculum, While becoming profi- 
cient in geography, history and mathe- 
mathics, he neglected the languages, giving 
indeed to all the politer branches only 
such modicum of attention as was abso- 
lutely demanded. 

Out of this epcch come some well-known 
stories of the student Bonaparte at Bri- 
enne. In course of time, his fellow-cadets, 

understanding him better, became first 
tolerant, and then friendly. Friendship in 
the cuse of the proud and arbitrary cadet 
meant subjection to his will. While he 
could not be companionable in sports, he 
could and would command. The existence 
of the tradition about his dividing his fel- 
lows into two armies, building a fort in 
winter out of snow (building it, too, accord- 
ing to the principles of good engineering!) 
making a siege, with snowballs for bombs, 
and with all the seriousness of Genghis 
Khan carrying the place by storm, may 
well attest his disposition and growing as- 
cendency at the academy. 

‘‘bne young Napoleon remained at Brienne 
from April, of 1779, to the year 1734, The 
inspector Keralio, coming froia Paris to the 
m.atary school, discerned in the czlender 
cadet from Ajaccio the hints of promise. 
The method was in such cases to send up 
etudents frcm the minor academies to the 
rrilitary school of Paris, Sometimes pro- 
motion was made directly to the navy; and 
this was considered a great honor. It ap- 
pears that the inspector would have had 
Cadet Bonaparte sent to the fleet, but the 
officer died before his wish could be ful- 
filled, 

Accordingly, at the end of Napoleon’s 
course at Brienne, he was recommended 
for promotion to the military school in 
Paris. At this time, namely, in 1784, when 
Napoleon was in his sixteenth year, he was 
personally described by the inspector in the 
following terms: “M, de Bonaparte (Na- 
poleon), born August 15, 1769. Height, 4 
pieds, 10 pouces, 10 lignes (equal to 1 me- 
ter, 69 centimeters, 3 millimeters; equal to 
& feet, 2,7 inches), {s in the fourth class; of

The character of young Napoleon at this 
period of his career reveals in one thing a 
depth and far-off sight that might well 
have belonged to the forceful years of his 
maturity, The thing related to Joseph his 
brother. From his childhood he had dis- 
cerned his own natural superiority. Usually 
the elder subordinates the younger. AS 
early as the coming to Autun, Napoleon ex- 
cogitated the scheme to lodge his brother 
on the safe ledge of fhe priesthood. Thus 
would he have him out of his way! Given 
a military career for both, and Joseph 
must be by seniority, before him, But 
nothing shall be before him. Arguments 
fit for Richelieu are found why Joseph 
shall enter the church, rise to distinction, 
be a monreigneur and by that way, defend, 
support and advance the prospects of the 
family of Buonaparte, As for me, I will 
accept the hardships of the military life; 
There are 
on record severa] subtle communications 
written by the young cast, strongly urg- 
ing the priestly office as the one thing suit- 
able and advantageous for Joseph, Our fu- 
ture king of Naples or Spain or both, wil-

But 
the end “A” of the cord is now brought 
up over the outside of the first loop, and 
is carried down through the second loop, 
coming out in the same direction with the 
end “B.’’ Now, by taking hold of the two 
ends of the cord and pulling them, the cord 
may be drawn out perfectly straight, the 
knots disappearing. The performance may 
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be made more mystifying by asking a spec- 
tator to hold both ends of the cord, while 
the openator, concealing the knotted portion 
in his hands, rubs the knots out, leaving 
the spectator in possession of a smooth and 
unbroken string. Possibly the spectator 
may follow the whole operation so closely 
as to be able to perform it himself on the 
first trial, but he will be apt to make a mis- 
take in farming the second loop and reverse 
the twist shown in the second djagram. 
In that case he will succeed only in tying a 
knot that will be difficult to unite after the 
attempt is made to pull the cord straight.

“A FACTORY WOMAN.” 

I take it that there is something to be 
read between the lines in this letter. Per- 
haps the questions are in the nature of a 
rebuke to southern people, and I think 
it is justified by present conditions. 

I have been a strong advocate of south- 
ern people joining together and starting 
small industries of their own, If it were 
nothing more than a broom factory, or a 
Chair factory—any start in this direction 
would be good. There is enough money 
spent for plowlines every vear to start a 
Small rope factory. Enough spent for ax- 
handles, swingle trees, plow stocks, not to 
mention larger things, that would soon 
turn our wasting water into a source of 
profit. Conditions in the south stand as a 
menace to New England manufactories. 
Our climate and our water powers are 
things that the New England mill owners 
have been watching, and so soon as they 
discover that the south is going to heip 
herself on this line they, the New Englund 
mill owners, will come in a hurry. To 
capture these positions themseives is the 
way for the New Englander to save him- 
self—he must “hedge.” There is no senti- 
ment about these mill men to make them 
prefer the north to the south, and it is 
the most foolish thing to suppose that 
they are afraid of kuklux—we have long 
since decided that the average yankee is 
afraid of nothing. Their money is heavily 
invested in manufacturing plants, and they 
would much prefer for the south to lay 
still and let them*run on just as they are, 
but whenever they find that the southern 
people are going to do something for them- 
selves on these lines, there will be a rush 
to capture the positions. The New [Eng- 
land mill owners are smart people, they 
know the situation, these flaming adver- 
tisements have no effect upon them. They 
are watching with eagle eye to see that 
a co-operative movement among southern 
men does not capture these positions and 
practically demonstrate their great ad- 
vantages. 

Anyhow the south is to have the mills, 
and this fact makes it a part of wisdom 
to turn our attention to the complexion of 
the operatives that are to come, These im- 
migrant operatives will shape southern 
politics and southern religion, The ‘‘Geor- 
gia cracker’ is a democrat. The idea of 
anything like knownothingism has always 
been repugnant to the ‘‘cracker.”’ . It re- 
mains to be seen whether this will continue 
to be the feeling, and it much depends upon 
the temper of the incoming immigrants 
whether this docile ‘‘cracker’’ departs from 
this line. 

Naturally the ‘crackers’ latc@string 
hangs outside the door. He is slow to sus- 
picion, but once get him aroused and he 
will take care of himself. Already the 
wage workers of southern towns are Com- 
plaining that there is an understood con- 
cert of action by men of the same religious 
creed. If this is so, it is to be deplored, 
and the “Georgia cracker” will overcome 
all his prejudices against such doc- 
trines as knownothingism to preserve him- 
self and his posterity. That there is, and 
has been now, for some time, a concert of 
action—a helping of one anothcr—among 
those who have come south to work in the 
mechanics is beyond question. Take your 
“religion and your politics into your busi- 
ness” has been and is being taught. ven 
now it is so cunning that southern propri- 
etors do not Know it, and ‘“‘operatives’’ who 
compiain are just passed as grumblers. But 
it is growing in impudence, as it grows 1n 
strengih, and whenever the south awakes 
to the situation the ‘“‘cracker’’ will prove 
as formidable as any and as worthy the 
“bids’’ of churchmen or of statesmen as 
any. As “crackers” Brown and f afe op- 
posed to the A, P. As., but when it comes 
to a fight of the “survival of the fittest,’”’ 
and both sides practice secrecy and cun- 
ning, we are with the “crackers” first, last 
and all the time. 

Prophesying is dangerous; therefore, 
always allow Brown to prophesy. He 
thinks that the coming of the mills to the 
south is a foregone conclusion. He further 
concludes that the class of operatives that 
will come with them will be such as to 
make a terrible war inevitable. It will not 
be a war of swords, though; it will be a 
war of creeds, fought between wage earn- 
ers for a “‘survival of the fittest.’’

RENTING A HOUSE. 


The Difficulties of Finding a New 
Home. 

House hunting and house renting usually 
devolve on the woman of the family. 
Changing the home entails many arduous 
tasks, with chousing a new one easily in 
the lead, 

Wf course women have more aptitude {fn 
seiecting a home because, using the house 
more than a@ man, they learn to look for its 
drawbacks and advuntages. But on the 
other hand, fiues and drams are as sealed 
books to most of them, and on these the 
health and happiness depends almost more 
than on pantries and heaters. It is poSsibie 
to live comfortably without a bathroom, 
but equally impossible to retain temper 
with a leaky roof. As far as ;ossible, be- 
{cre taking a house, every retail should be 
looked to. 

if the house under consideration .is occu- 
pied, it is generally: very easy to obtain in- 
formation. Where the house has range, hot 
and cold water, heater, and bathroom, 
which usually together are designated as 
conveniences, questions should be asked as 
to drawing of the two fires, the amount of 
coal used and heat thrown off; the drains 
should be inspected to see tf they are Atop- 
ped in any way, and the liability of the 
water to freeze inquired into. Some water 
pires are laid carelessly and freeze at the 
slightest drop in temperature. The baking 
qualities of the range and also the state 
of bricks, grates, etc., seen to, and a note 
made of the state of pagering and paint- 
ing. 
if the house be unoccupied, a rainy day 
is preferable to a clear one, as any leakages 
in the roof or sides con be quickly detected. 
Tien, too, the gloominess of the place is 
more apparent. The draft can be noted by 
lighting a paper in the stove and opening 
the damper of heater or range. If all right 
it will be denoted by a bright biaze and a 
swift, rushing sound. If obsructed the 
flame will only burn dully and finally die 
out. 

Any repairs to be made should be insisted 
upon before renting. Broken windows, fire 
bricks, ete., can only be demanded of a 
landlord before possession is taken. Own- 
ers and agents are always on the Jookout 
fer good tenants, and when sure of their 
rent. usually fix up the premises in the be- 
ginning, but afterwards it’s mighty little 
they ever do toward repairs, 

A snappy, churlish landlord is never ‘an 
agreeable party to refit from:. Make out a 
list of everything in the house needing re- 
pairs, and if he growls and tells you, as so 
many do, that they will do nothing, just 
strike the house from your list. It is much 
better in the long run. 

Also, beware of the man who tells you to 
fix up yourself and take [ft out of the rent, 
or, rather, beware of that way of doing 
business, unless you have a written guar- 
antee to indemnity should you, by any 
chance, move before your rent has equaled 
the amount spent on repairs, Never be 
backward in showing yourself a business 
wonan, and if, after taking possession. a 
broken sewer pipe, or water main, or roof, 
is not attended to, just refuse to pay your 
rent till it is. It may not be law, but gen- 
erally a landlord will come around when 
brought to the strait of losing his rent. 
Of course, in this case, as in all others, 
discretion must be used, but an outspoken 
tenant is generally better treated in the 
end than a meek one, who endures all kinds 
of hardships uncomplainingly.

They Are Mixing With Millionaires—Bill 
Goes to an Opers House Down Taere 
and Hears a Conoert. 


Tarpon Spfings is a charming Httle place 
—80 clean and nice and just now so odorif-- 
€rous from the yellow jessamine that in“ 
every yard climbs the trees dnd verandas 
in wild profusion. Jessamine would be a 
fit name for the town for there is more jes- 
Samine than tarpon. Sometimes that ail- 
ver king of fish does find its way into the 
large pool they call a spring, but not often. 
The spring is in the center of that pool and 
is ever in a commotion, throwing up its 
Ssulphurous, gaseous watera from subter- 
marean depths whose bottom has just been 
found. Sometimes in the dead of the night 
it makes explosions that are heard all over 
the village and throws up aquatic debris 
that floats off to the bayou. What is go- 
ing on down in those mysterious depths is 
still unknown. The pool covers, perhaps, 
two acres of space and the circular high- 
lands around it are studded with beautiful 
residences and the walkway where ‘the lit- 
tle boats are moored is a thing of beauty. 
Stairways made of cement lead down to 
this cement walk and it is-only a step from 
there to the boat you wish to take whether 
it be a rowbeat or @ sail or a naphtha 
launch. Some of the most bedutiful and 
costly boats in all Florida are there, for 
these wealthy people seem to emulate 
each other in procuring the most hand- 
some in design and the most artistic 
in speed. Some of them were’ taken to the 
world’s fair, and took the premiums over 
ail competitors, 

Tarpon is not on the gulf nor on the har- 
bor. It is about four miles away, and on 
a bayou that connects with the beautiful 
Anclote river and Anclote connects with the 
harbor. On an island near this harbor 
is the Anclote hghthouse, and to this is- 
land and up the river pleasure parties go 
every day that the weather permits. 

I rode out in a carriage with some gentle- 
men. The road was good and the weather 
pleasant. While looking off-at the numer- 
ous smal] vessels wat were anchored in the 
water a large, strong sailor came from his 
cabin on the shore and said, “Good mawn- 
in’.”” He was barefooted and had on neither 
coat nor vest.

IT POLISHES THE COTTON SEED 


This le the Simplest Method Yet Tried 
ani is Said te Be the Best ana 
tae Cueapeat. 


Ssvannoh, Ga... March  2.—(Special,)-- 
‘There is now in operation tn this city a 
plant which will beyond a doubt revolution- 
ice the cetton seed industry, not only in the 
South, but wherever there are factories for 
the utilization of the product. 

For some months past the inventor, Mr. 
O. T. Bugg, of Baitimore, and his corps 
of assistant, have been busily engaged in 
Betting up at the old Tyna foundry at West 
Broad and In‘tian streets, the only one of 
these perfected machines that has yet been 
made. Briefiy stuted the worl: done by the 
machine is tu poiish the seed and remove 
from it every shred of Iint, The plant has 
once before this been in successful opera- 
tion for the purpose of making a test of its 
work, and from the results achieved there 
is now no doybt, that success is assured. 

The machine, though effective in its work, 
is simple in ccnstruction. It consists of four 
@pright iron pillars ten feet in height. 
midway between which is a vertical shaft to 
which are attached firmly four circular 
Plates, Upon these plates above a base of 
cement is a hardened emery abrading sur- 
face, just above which at a height of about 
three inches ere circular brushes of the 
Bame size as the plates but each with a 
large circular aperture iu the center. These 
brushes are held stationary by means of 
arins frem the uprights while the shaft 
to which the plates are attached revolves 
The shaft, plates and brushes are encased 
in a cylinder of zine sheeting. while between 
each pair of plates is a hopper to convey 
the seed frem one plate to unother through 
the apertures in the brushes. 

The seed then passes in at the top of the 
machine and throvgh the aperture in the 
center ef the first stationary brush, By the 
rapid revolutions of the shaft the seed is 
rubbed between the brush and the first 
emery plate and part of the lint is removed. 
It then passes outside the elreumference of 
the first nlate into the second hopper and 
through the aperture in the second brush 
to the second plate, where the same process 
{is gone through with, and so on through 
the series of four plates, at the end of which 
the lint is carried off to an outhouse by 
means of a fan, and the seed thrown out 
at the bottom of the machine entirely free 
from lint cotton, and in a highly polished 
state. The longer iint, however, is removed 
from the seed by ordinary process before it 
is put into this machine, 

The First Success. 

This {s the first successful machine of this 
kind that has ever been perfected and it is 
the only one of its kind that has as yet 
been set up. It is now under the personal 
supervision of fits inventor, Mr. O, T, Bugg. 
Attempts to accomplish the same objects 
date back to the year 188, when a large 
mill owner in Liverpool developed a process 
for burning the fiber from the seed, but 
it was found that this process partially de- 
Stroyed the seed and it was not a practical 
success. In 1887 a Mr. Green, of Jackson, 
Miss., discovered that sulphuric acid would 
burn the fiber from the seed, and that a 
diluted bath of chis acid would carbonize 
the fiber so that it could be renwved by 
washing. This process was sold to the 
‘American Cotton Oi] Trust for $5,000,000, 
and it was this fact that first called the 
attention of inventors throughout the coun- 
try to the fact that some practical method 
of doing this work was in great demand, 
Sulphuric adid afYer many trials was 
abandoned as the process was not only 
found too expensive, but it damaged the 
seed both for exporting and manufacturing. 

Efforts were then made to devise some 
mechanicai means for removing the lint, 
Immense Lmounts of money have been spent 
to devise some such machine as would do 
the work, and a large number of expert- 
ments resulted in failure. Mr, Bugge’s ma- 
chine, however,, is the only one that has 
ever been demonstrated to be a success and 
it overcomes all the objections that can be 
and have been made to the others, Some 
$40,000 to $50,000 has been spent in the ex- 
periments leading to the perfection of the 
present machine, yet one of them can be 
built and put up in running order for about 
$750. Mr. Bugg himself has expended a 
great deal of money in his experiments, 
but with their successful issue he has found 
no difficulty in having organized a compa- 
ny with Jarge capital to back the new in- 
dustry thus begun. 

Owned by un Rich Company. 

The invention is the property of the Amer- 
fean Manufacturing and Export Company, 
Organized under the laws of the state of 
New Jergey with a capital stock of $500,000, 
which has already been subscribed and paid 
in, and the company is practically ready to 
etart the business it proposes to do. There 
@re about fifteen stockholders in this com- 
pany and they include some of the million- 
aires of New York, Baltimore, Indianapolis 
and other large cities. 

An object which the introduction of these 
machines is expected to accomplish is the 
ultimate use of the English method of the 
manufacture of cotton seed oil in this ecoun- 
try, There is no doubt but thet at an early 
Gay the entire cotton seed product of this 
country will be converted and its utilities 
appropriated as fully as is the cotton fiber 
product, The statiatics of the questien show 
thet the demand for cotton seed oj] and oil 
cake in the markets of the world, is largely 
im excess of the available supply, and that 
its uses for food for man and beast and for 
fertilizers are so numerous, that all the 
available supply will be consumed and the 
industry will become a rapidly growing one, 

The establishment of this plant in Ba- 
vannah is only the beginning of an industry 
that promises to become as famous as has 
that of making cotton seed oil. The coast 
cities will be selected for the establishment 
of such plants, and especially those of the 
cotton growing section, as it is expected 
that for some time the bulk of the cleaned 
peed will be shipped abroad, It is the inten- 
tion of the company, however, to put up 
mills along with their plants for the manu- 
facture of oil and oil cake after the Eng- 
lish method, the meaning of which can 
readily be seen when the difference in the 
price of the secd in this country and deliv- 
ered in Bngland is taken into consideration. 
There is a possibility that English competi- 
tion in the oil market may become a thing 
of the past, and that America may ultimate- 
ly control this industry entirely as she has 
succeeded in doing in other cases.

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A LOCOMOTIVE BLOWS UP. 


IF. A. Maguire, the Engineer, and Wil- 
liam Reeves, Fireman, Killed. 
Columbus, Ga., March 2.—(Special.)—The 

shocking intelligence of the explosion of a 

locomotive, which blew two lives into eter- 

nity on the Columbus and Western rail- 

road, was received hero this morning at 7 

o’ciock. At 6 o’clock a. m., near the 143- 

mile post, the locomotive of freight train 

No. 41 exploded, killing F. A. Maguire, en- 

gineer, and William Reeves, fireman, At 

the time of the accident the train was run- 
ning at the rate of six miles an hour. 
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The cause of the accident will never be 
known, as both the engineer and fireman 
were killed outright. Their bodies were 
blown 200 yards from the train. Maguire 
came to this city five years ago from Penn- 
sylvania, and was regarded as one of the 
most efficient engineers in the employ of 
the Central. He was on the first trip he 
had made in charge of an engine in sev- 
eral months, as he has been filling the 
position of traveling engineer. He was a 
nephew of the ex-superintendent, D, D. 
Curran, one of the best known men in rail- 
road circles. Maguire's family, which con. 
sists of a wife and two children, reside at 
Goodwater, Ala. 

Reeves lived tn Columbus and leaves a 
wife and two children. Their remains will 
be brought here tomorrow for interment. 

Superintendent Moise, Trainmaster John- 
son and Master Mechanic Whitsett went 
to the scene of the accident with a wreck- 
ing train, and at 3 o'clock the track was 
clear. Three cars were derailed. 


NO DOUBT HE WAS LYNCHED. 


Miss Lawrence's Murderer Captured 
and Taken Back to Allendale. 

Augusta, Gae,, March 2.—(Special.)—The 
negro, Charles Robertson, who so cruelly 
murdered and robbed Miss Carrie Law- 
rence, near Allendale, about a week ago, 
was captured near Savannah yesterday 
morning. He was brought up to Allendale 
last night and has by this time probably 
expiated the horrible crime at the hands 
of Judge Lynch. 

Robertson was brought up on the train 
last night by the citizens who captured 
him. As the train neared Allendale, he was 
taken to the back platform of the rear 
coach. The sheriff of the county had heard 
that Robertson was on the train, and as 
soon as it came to a halt, boarded the 
smoking car, where he supposed the mur- 
derer would be. But the citizens and their 
prisoner had jumped off the back platform 
and gone into the woods. It is supposed 
that the negre was lynched right away. 

The cruel murder of Miss Lawrence will 
be readily recalled. She was found lying 
on the floor of her house at Allendale, her 
skull crushed and her life blood spattered 
on thé walls of the room. The sister of 
Charles Robertson confessed that her 
brother had committed the murder. 


FINED SULLIVAN $100. 


Mayer Myers Makes John Pay Liber- 
ally for Cursing Recorder Wilson. 
Savannah, Ga., March 2.—(Special.)—J. J. 

Sullivan appeared before Mayor Myers in 

the police court this morning on the 

charges of diserderly conduct and cursing 

an officer. Bullivan met Recorder H. E. 

Wilson in the city exchange yesterday af- 

ternoon and used what Was considered in- 

sulting and abusive language. Some dis- 
turbance was produced, as the council was 
in session at the time, and a general com- 
plaint was made. Sullivan’s arrest fol- 

lowed and he was defended today by P. J. 

O'Connor. Mayor Myers fined him $100 

for disorderly conduct and $5 for cursing 

an officer. The fine was promptly paid, 

Sullivan was a strong supporter of Mayor 
McDonough, and was to a certain extent 

a@ leader in the fight against Mayor Myers.

MURDER IN DAWSON, 


Charles Allen Shoots Panl Hill Slade 
Dead on the Street 
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SLADE’S BROTHERS SEIZE ALLEN 


Citizens Interfera and Save the Slayer’s 
Liie—The Two Mev Had Quarreled 
Barly in the Day. 


Dawson, Ga,, March 2.—(Special.)—Paul 
Hill Slade, while standing between his two 
brothers, was shot and instantly killed 
here today by Charley Allen, The whole af- 
fair was done so rapidly that despite the 
crowds on the streets and the nearness of 
Siaue’s two brothers, the shooting could not 
be prevented. There would have happened 
@ second tragedy had not the Slade broth- 
ers beep seized, They threw themselves 
upon the slayer of their brother and would 
have killed him with his own smoking pis- 
tol if they had not been preventeg, 

The shooting was the result of a misun- 
derstanding between Allen and Paul Slade. 
They had had a conversation regarding 
some lumber ahd a misunderstanding fol- 
lowed, The dispute that ensued brought 
on some lively talk, and it was thought 
that they intended to fight at the time, Both 
men used some severe language, Whether 
Allen got the worst of it is not Known, 
but he appeared to be very much wrought 
up over what Slade had said to him. Not 
long after the dispute between them, Slade 
was taiking to his twe brothers at the in- 
tersection of two of this town’s main 
streets. Allen came up and demanded that 
Paul Slade retract what he had gaid, al- 
most immediately thrusting forward a pis- 
tol and firing. 

Before Allen could fire a second shot, if 
such had been his desire or design, Slade’s 
brothers seized him and would have killed 
him on the spot if a dozen or more men had 
not rushed forward to prevent it. Paul 
Slade threw both hands to his heart and 
pitched forward to the ground, dying in a 
few seconds, The ball entered near his 
heart, 

Allen was taken to jail at once, Feeling 
runs high here and it would be no surprise 
if there were more trouble. Slade leaves a 
family and Allen is a single man. 


GOES TO THE CHAINGANG, 


Young Barr Could Not Raise the 
Amount of His Fine. 

Waycross, Ga., March 2.—(Special.)—The 
ease of Clarence E. Barr, the romantic 
young lover who forged a check on the 
Merchants’ National bank, of Savannah, a 
few days ago. is a pathetic one to some ex- 
tent. The case was tried before Judge Wil- 
lHiams, and by reason of the prisoner's 
youth, the sentence was made light. He 
was fined $200 and costs, or one year in the 
chaingang. Numerous telegrams were dis- 
patched to his friends in Massachusetts 
asking for pecuniary aid to pay the fine, 
and the responses were all discouraging. 
His friends were poor and had only sym- 
pathy to offer him. This week Barr was 
removed from his cell in jail, and the chains 
were put on him. He was handed over to 
the city chaingang, and a spade was given 
him, but he was permitted to wear his fine 
custom-made suit. His health is delicate, 
and he contracted the toothache during his 
imprisonment and an abcess formed in his 
jaw. The cold. cell and the scant comfort 
of jail life were hardships that were keen- 
ly felt by the young man. He was put to 
work in the ditches in the streets and the 
cold mud and water addec to his misery. 
He has suffered intensely, and his hands 
are sore and bleeding. He cries much when 
he is talking, and the hot tears pour con- 
tinually down his ashy cheeks. Barr is 
pale and gaunt, and his friends say he will 
not live to serve his sentence. He is mis- 
erabie in hts solitude at the stockade, and 
when ho thinks of his love for the pretty 
Miss Annie Parson, a student of Moody's 
Training school, at Northfield, Mass., to 
whom he was engaged, his love-sick heart 
throbs quick and fast, and the tears show- 
er down his face. Barr's youth and pre- 
vious character have obtained much sym- 
pathy for him here, and an effort is being 
made to raise the money to procure his 
freedom.

Ex-Postmaster Roberts Found Uncon- 
sclons in His Cell 


SUPPOSED TO BE DUE TO REMORSE.

No Suspicion Rests Upon Jailer] Birdsong, 
Who Was Removed trom His Posi- 
tion by Sherif Westeoth 


Macon,Ga,, March 2.—(Special.)—To all ap- 
pearances Dr. J, B, Roberts, Sandersville s 
ex-postmaster, attempted to commit sui- 
cide in his cejl in the Bibb county jail 
some time last night, or early this morning, 
About 8 o’clock this morning, when Depu- 
ty Sheriff Arthur Johnson went to Dr, Rob- 
erts’s cell to carry him breakfast, Johnson 
found him lying on the cell floor im an un- 
conscious condition, His eyes were shut 
and his entire body was jerking as if con- 
vulsed with spasms, Deputy Sheriff John- 
son called ex-Jailer Birdsong, who was in 
the front yard of the jail, to come to his 
assistance, Mr. Birdsong promptly Te- 
sponded and the two men picked Roberts up 
and Jaid him on the bed in the cell. Dr. 
J. C. Johnson, the popular physician for 
the United States prisoners at the jail, was 
netified by telephone. He soon arrived, and 
at once proneunced Dr Roberts suffering 
from strychnine poison, and that he was 
in @ dangerous condition Dr, Johnson tele- 
phoned for Dr, K. P. Mcore, and that gen- 
tleman arrived promptly, and when he saw 
Roberts he expressed it as his opinion that 
he had taken strychnine, Medicine was 
given to him to counteract the effects of the 
poison, Dr. Roberts has been in an uncon- 
scious condition al] day, and has not been 
able to talk. It is not known when he took 
the drug or how it got in his possession, 
(he notes that Dr, Roberts wrote to 
Rosenbaum and Millard Johnson yesterday 
and which fell into the sheriff's hands, so 
completely settled the fact that Dr. Rob- 
erts was the person who furnished the tools 
to the prisoners to escape that he resolved 
to commit suicide rather than face the con- 
sequences of the offense, which would un- 
doubtedly be a term in the state penitentia- 
ry of from one to four years. 

What Will Birdsong Do? 

As has already been stated, Nat Birdsong 
has been relieved as jailer by Sheriff West- 
cott on account of the escape of the prison- 
ers. Mr. Birdsong has not yet determined 
as to his future plans. He and family will 
remove from the jail in a few 
days to his house on Second 
street. The people of Macon sympathize with 
bim in his misfortune. There is not a per- 
son in the city who believes that Birdsong 
aided the prisoners in any way to escape. 
He was made the victim of Roberts. By 
order of Judge Speer, Roberts was allowed 
the Jiberty of the jail and the jailyard. 
He had no option in the matter. He 
simply had to obey instructions and the 
result of it all has been that five stato pris- 
energ were furnished by a United States 
prisoner with the means of escape and Nat 
Birdsong, as honest and true a man as 
ever lived, has lost a good position.

ing nations of the world of the metrical

The Night Session. 

The novelty of a night session drew a 
crowd of curious people to the capitol, At 
8 o'clock the galleries were crowded to suf- 
focation, The night was close and the air 
within the chamber was at times stifling, 
notwithstanding the frantic efforts of the 
doorkecpers to secure ventilation. The 1a- 
dies, who formed a large part of the au- 
dience, plied their fans vigorously and look- 
ed as uncomfortable as the patrons of a 
Summer opera, There was considerable 
confusion on the floo> of the house which 
was broken from time to time by the 
sound of the speaker’s gavel, and the al- 
most plaintive appeals that “the house will 
be in order.” 

At one point in the proceedings the con- 
fusion in the galleries was so great that 
the speaker threatened to clear them if it 
were not restrained, As the night wore on, 
the spectators gradually returned to their 
homes, and at midnight the galleries were 
practically deserted. 

At haif an hour after midnight the house 
was preparing to vote upon the senate 
amendment appropriating $5,000,000 under 
the bounty clause of the McKinley law to 
the sugar gYfowers of the country, Debate 
on this amendment began at 10 o’clock and 
—_ conducted with great vigor on both 
sides. 

The first business which came before the 
house at the evening’ session @vas_ the 
amendment in the sundry civil appropria- 
tion bill, appropriating $150,000 for the pur- 
chase of the Blaine property in this city. 
The house almost unanimously refused to 
concur, 

The amendment creating a retired list for 
the officers of the revenue cutter service 
met a like fate. 

The amendment appropriating $125,000 for 
the heirs of the Fords theater disaster vic- 
ums was agreed to, 

The conference report on the District of 
Columbia appropriation bill was agreed to, 
also the conference report on the legisla- 
ag executive and judicial appropriation 

iil, 

When a vote was reached the house re- 
ceded from its disagreement to the senate 
amendment to pay the bounty—yeas, 133; 
Days, 124; present and not voting, 2. 


ITS LAST DAY. 


Business Transacted by the Senate 
Yesterday. 


Washington, March 2.—When the senate 
met at ll o’clock a. m. today it entered 
upon the last: legislative day of the fifty- 
third congress, because, although the con- 
gress does not expire till Monday next at 
noon, its existence till then will be con- 
tinued by recesses, not adjournments. Of 
the eighty-eight members of the present 
body sixteen will cease to be senators at 
that hour, and two others have merely a 
chance of survival. The sixteen are Sena- 
tors Butler of South Carolina, Camden of 
West Virginia, Carey of Wyoming, Coke oi 
Texas, Dixon of Rhode Island, Dolph of 
Oregon, Hunton of Virginia, McLaurin of 
Mississippi, McPherson of New Jersey, 
Manderson of Nebraska, Martin of Kan- 
sas, Power of Montana, Kansom of North 
Carolina, Walsh of Georgia, Washburn of 
Minnesota and Wilson of Iowa. 

The two whose cases were in suspense 
this morning are Senators Higgins, of 
Delaware, an Shoup, of Idaho. 

The only really pressing work ab- 
solutely necessary to be transacted 
bu the senate before the close of the con- 
gress when the senate met today was the 
passage of the naval appropriation bill and 
action on conference reports in the cases 
of eight appropriation bills. 

The naval bill was taken up for con- 
Sideration without much delay, and the 
discussion on various amendments to it 
as reported from the committee on ap- 
propriations, occupied almost all the time 
until a recess was taken at 6 o’clock for 
two hours. The discussion started on the 
proposition to reduce the number of ad- 
ditional seamen that the secretary of the 
navy might enlist in the next fiscal year 
from 2,000 to 1,000. That amendment was 
vigorously contested, but was finally agreed 
to—yeas 31, nays 2. 

Other amendments that were contested 
were those striking out of the bill items 
for dry docks and buildings at naval sta- 
tions. When the recess was taken the 
amendment had not been reached to re 
duce the number of new battleships from 
three to two. The committee amendments 
striking out the item for guns for auxiliary 
cruisers was agreed ww. 

An amendment to strike out an item of 
$80,000 for a construction and repair shop 
at Port Royal, 8S. C., was allowed to 
stand over at the request of Mr. Butler. 

During the day’s session conference re- 
ports on the fortifications bill, the agricul- 
tural bill and the Indian bill were presented 
and concurred in; but as all the disagree- 
ments on the Indian bill had not been ar- 
ranged, a further conference was ordered 
upon that bill. 

The arrest and imprisonment of two 
Cubans, Sanguilli and Aguirre, claiming 
to be American citizens, for participation 
in the revolutionary movement in Cuba, 
was this morning called to the attention 
f the senate by Mr. Call, who presented a 
telegram’ received by him on the subject 
and had it referred to the committee on 
foreign relations with a request on his 
part that the committee act promptly ir 
the matter. 

The night session of the senate began 
at 8 o’clock p. m. A few house bills were 
taken from the calendar and passed, among 
them a bill for the restoration to the 
public domain of lands in Alabama and 
Mississippi, not needed for naval purposes. 

The naval appropriation bill was again 
taken up. When the paragraph was 
reached as to the construction of three 
bat@ieships—the appropriation committee 
recommending that only two be provided 
for—the debate on that proposition was 
about starting, but was interrupted by the 
conference report on the diplomatic and 
consular bill. Mr. Blackburn, who 
presented the report, moved that the sen- 
ate recede from the amendment, as there 
was no probability of the house agreeing 
to it. On that a long debate sprung up 
which is still (midnight) going on. Mr. 
Pettigrew, republican of South Dakota, 
argued against the amendment, while Mr. 
Lodge, republican, of Massachusetts, and 
Mr. Morgan, democrat, of Alabama, made 
epeeches in support of the amendment 
and in favor of the annexation of the

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NO NEW PARTY IN IT. 


Silver Democrats Propose to Fight and 
Win Within the Orgainzation. 


ONLY A FEW DESIRETO BREAK AWAY 


Sibley Declares That Free Coinage 
Would Carry Pennsylvania. 


BRYAN IS GETTING NEW SIGNATURES 


Many Congressmen Are Shy About Signing 
The Address Until They See How It 
Is Received by the Country. 


Washington, March 2.—(Special,)—The 
silver movement was much discussed to- 
day. Bryan continued getting signatures 
to his silver pronunciamento. He is de- 
cidedly enthusiastic on the suBject. Bryan 
wants to make the fight for silver within 
tee party and thinks there is no doubt of 
the succes of the movement. He leads off 
at this time to stimulate the silver enthu- 
siasm in the party to such an extent as 
to draw all silver men within the demo- 
cratic party and prevent the formation of 
@ new party on a silver platform. ae 

Bland and Sibley are leading the move. 
ment to form a new party. They say they 
like Bryan’s plan, but it does not go far 
enuugh. They want to break their moor- 
ings and sail out alone on a sea of silver, 
hoping that all other crafts in the waters 
will steer out and form a flotilla of such 
size and power as to be able to destroy 
everything in its path. 

This movement on the part of Bland and 
Sibley, has frightened many silver demo. 
crats away from Bryan’s pronunciamento. 
Such men as Bailey and Swanson and our 
Georgia congressmen, for instance, and 
others refused to sign it because it has 
been surrounded with the odor of a new 
party and they would not move a peg in 
any direction which even looks like a 
break away from democratic moorings. 
Of course there is nothing about a new 
party in it, and when the movement with. 
in the party is well understood and sep- 
arated from this new party talk, they will 
all join it and the silver wave will not only 
sweep through the democratic party but 
through the country. It is, perhaps, a lit- 
tle early to start a campaign but it is 
never too soon to begin good work. 

One of the most earnest bimetallists in 
the house told me today that he did not 
sign the paper because there had been so 
much new party talk. He believed Sibley 
and Biand might go with Stewart and 
Jones and others to form a new party, dut 
such could not be successful. The demo- 
crats would nominate a silver man next 
time and that would take all the wind out 
of -the sails of the new party. The new 
party advocates are talking already about 
a ticket for next year. One slate is Teller 
and Sibley, another is Cameron and Bland, 
and, indeed, all the silver leaders of both 
parties have been mentioned. 

Sibley Is Not a Candidate. 

When asked about the use of his name 
today, Mr. Sibley talked in enthusiastic, 
breezy and independent style. “I don't 
want any nomination for the presidency or 
tle vice presidency. Let me fight in the 
ranks. l'm trying to get back to private 
life, with its better pieasures and its softer, 
pleasanter ways. l’m for free silver at 16 
to 1. 1 sympathize with any movement 
which will bring it. I agree with every 
word which Bryan has written in his man- 
ifesto and which he is circulating right 
now. lif I do not sign it, it is because l 
do not believe that anything can be done 
short of a new party and a breaking away 
from all of the old ones. Bryan's letter 
contemplates an effort to return the de- 
mocracy to old paths, and I don’t believe 
it is possible. It is a waste of time to at 
tempt to recover or reform the democracy, 
as much so as it would be to redeem the 
republicans. A new party is the only 
hope,’’ 

“What would you think of Senator Don 
Cameron to lead the free silver ticket as 
its candidate for the white house?’ 

“He would win. Cameron is a strong, 
good man,” Mr. Sibley continued, ‘“‘He is 
a@ silver man, storm and sunshine. Name 
him, and the free silver, 16 to 1 party will 
carry Pennsylvania by a quarter of a mil- 
lion majority. It will sweep New York and 
New Jersey. Let the silver men of the 
south and west support Cameron, as I be- 
lieve they would, and he would be the next 
president.”’ 

The Right Time. 

“But do you believe in bringing silver 
politics to a focus and naming a ticket 
now? Isn't a campaign of nineteen months 
rather a long stretch?” 

‘To my mind,” replied Mr. Sibley, “and 
I’ve come to no hasty conclusion to my 
belief, the time has come for a strong, def- 
inite action. When do you launch a ship? 
When the tide is flood, of course. Well, 
the tides of free silver sentiment in this 
country are today at their highest. No 
matter what brought it about, whether it 
was gold or bonds or what not, let it go. 
That is the tidal fact so far as free sil- 
ver sentiment is involved. I get fully 1,000 
letters a day, from Boston to the Golden 
Gate, and they tell me so. Then let us 
launch the ticket and the party. Put up 
your men and platform your principles. 
They can't be talked too wide or too far or 
too much. HKvery day, if you will give the 
people of this country a free silver stand- 
ard and a general to rally around, will 
bring the cause recruits. The people of 
this country are mad, absolutely mad, for 
something to be done. The silver time to 
act is now.” 

Representative Bill Denson, of Alabama, 
talked on the same line. He wants to 
break eway from democratic moorings. 
But these men are few and far between. 
Many of them have sad and sore griev- 
ances. The men who have made the most 
practical warfare for silver say that its 
énly hope is within the democratic party. 
The goldbugs within its ranks, they say, 
can be turned down and_jn time bimetal- 
lism, for which democratic platforms have 
always spoken, will result. 

Nashville Misses an Appropriation. 

At 2 o’clock both houses of congress are 
still in session with prospects for an hour 
more before a recess, By a vote of 78 to 
103 the house has just defeated the Nash- 
ville exposition bill. Mr. Washington, its 
authority, opposed the appropriation which 
passed last summer. This weakened the 
Nashville bili very much and it went down 
in defeat tonight. Thus the Nashville ex- 
position wiil not have the endorsement of 
the government or a@ goverment building. 

The senate has just insisted on the Ha- 
waiian cable amendment, and now a bit- 
ter fight is on in conference between the 
two houses. Fears are expressed that some 
of the regular appropriation bills might 
necessitating an extra ession. ut 
older men say things will right themselves

CALLS IT A FARCE, 


Evans Says That the Investigation Is 
Not Being Condacted Fairly. 

Nashville, Tenn,, March 2.—(Special,)— 
H, Clay Evans today issued a manifesto 
addressed to the people of the state in 
which he disclaims all responsibility for the 
gubernatorial contest, which he calls a 
farce, and for the cost atteriding the play. 
He says that from the first there was 
no doubt as to his being elected, the only 
question being as to his majority. ‘Imme- 
diately ‘the whole machinery of the state 
government was set in motion fo set aside 
and reverse the will of the people. Gross 
fraud and conspiracy was charged and rev- 
enue agents were sent into every county. 
He then cites the withholding of offitial in- 
formation for weeks after the election, He 
charges that the general assembly set 
aside the mandates of the constitution in 
not opening the official returns for a month 
after the assembling, when they should 
have been opened before January 15th, He 
charges that the contest law was passed 
for tho emergency and the occasion. He 
says he was surprised to learn that Tur- 
ney’s case hinged upon the one technicality 
of non-production of poll tax receipts and 
argues that if a voter produces his receipt 
in August that should be satisfactory evi- 
dences to judges of the November election. 
He charges that the ccmmittee to investi- 
gate proceeded to lgisiate, make judicial 
rulings and decisions, emasculated his 
pleadings and eliminated his most serious 
charges. 

The committee refused to investigate the 
charges made in over twenty strong demo- 
cratic counties. He says the action of the 
committee leaves but little to be determin- 
ed except the cost of the investigation. He 
says he has received many inquiries as to 
why he contests and therefore, writes this 
letter, 

The entire power of the state government 
is against him, The coal oil inspectors, en- 
tire revenue department, railway tax as- 
sessors and even the state superintendent 
of public instruction have abandoned their 
Offices and taken the field against him. 
Neither he nor his counsel has done any- 
thing to bring shame to the name of Ten- 
nessee, but are fighting within the laws 
and constitution in defense of right and 
justice,

There will be no 
civil ceremony. There will be present the 
relatives of both parties and intimate 
friends of the bride’s family—less than one 
hundred people in all. The invitations 
have been limited to that number as no 
more can be comfortably accommodated 
in the house.

Jacksonville, Fla., March 2.—(Spectal.}— 
The case of the Citizens’ Gas and Electric 
Company against the city of Jacksonville 
came up before Judge Call, of the circuit 
court, this morning on ‘a motion of the 
plaintif® to be allowed to file.a supplement- 
ary bill and to renew the motion to enjoin 
the city from furnishing electric lights to 
individuals. The Electric Light Company 
was represented by J. E. Hartridge and 
the city by Colonel A. W. Cockrell. 

The argument made by the plaintiff was 
that the city was not empowered by the 
iegislature to furnish lights to individuals. 
The attorney for the city argued that the 
city was empowered by the legislature te 
furnish such lights and, even if it were not, 
the Electric Light Company had shown 
nothing whereby it would be injured; that 
if the city had excess power it had a right 
to sell it.

English Factions Apply the Term to 
Their Opponents, 


RUSSIA STANDS IN JAPAN'S WAY. 


The Czar Objects to the Mikado 
Absorbing Corea, 


CHINA MUST PAY DEARLY FOR PEACE

Large Grants of Territory Will Be Insisted 
Upon—London Monopolies Domi- 
nate One of the Parties. 


London, March 2.—The London county 
council campaign, which culminated today 
in the balloting for members, has been 
lively and more bitter than any municipal 
contest that has been known in London 
for a great many years. Leading states- 
men have entered into the fray with the 
greatest ardor and have given and taken 
blows and lost their temper with the same 
freedom that local bosses are won't to do. 
In the previous county council contests only 
abvut one-third of the total number of vot- 
ers have gone to the polls, but the 
party managers on both sides have all 
along predicted fhat a much larger vote 
would be polled today than ever. 

In consequence of the fact that the con- 
servatives are urging their supporters to 
vote for the candidates on the moderate 
ticket, it is expected that the result will 
greatly lower the majority of the progres- 
sives in the council, which, ag the result of 
the last election was 46, the council stand- 
ing 82 progressives to 36 mod- 
erates. Among the moderate can- 
didates are Lords Cadogan, Church- 
ill, Durham, Ampthill, Donoughmore, Dud- 
ley, Norfolk, Dunraven and Montmorras, 
and Sir J. Blundell Maple. The progressive 
candidates include Lords Russell, Monk- 
well and Ribblesdale, Sir John Hutton 
and Messrs. John Burns and Sydney Webb. 

The Chronicle, the leading progressive 
organ, prints in italics a list of the reasons 
why electors should not give their support 
to the moderates. The firat of these rea- 
sons is that the moderates are the party 
of “Tammany.” The term “Tammany” 
has been a godsend to both sides during 
the campaign. When their speakers have 
exhausted themselves and their vocabu- 
laries in the ordinary methods of attack 
upon their opponents they have invariably 
had recourse to stigmatizing the opposite 
candidates as ‘‘Tammany.’’ 

Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, 
recent speech in behalf of the 
moderates, made an attack upon 
the progressives for having increased the 
salaries of the attaches of the city council, 
which action, he declared, was a thorough 
“Tammany” method. He then proceeded 
to advocate a system of separate munici- 
palities for the different. districts of Lon- 
don, and argued against the proposal that 
a central council include within its jurisdic- 
tion the city corporation. What its advo- 
cates call unification, he said, would end in 
“Tammany unification.” All this is scarce- 
ly relevant, however, for the progressive 
policy is undoubtedly favored by a great 
majority of Londoners. 

Progressives as Spies, 

Commoners Burns, Stuart, Benn and Bux. 
ton, of London, who are all home rulers, are 
charged with very confusing functions, as 
London sends thirty-six unionists to par- 
liament, against twenty-three home rule 
members. At the same time there is a 
large progressive majority in the county 
council, and from this it is evident_that the 
electors want the municipal government 
kept outside of politics. In addition to this, 
some of the progressive members have 
made themselves vastly unpopular through 
their persistent meddling in small matters. 
An instance of this was furnished recent- 
ly in some of those members hiding them- 
selves in the bushes in the park, whence 
they watched the parkkeepers. AS a re- 
sult of their spying they reported to the 
council that they had seen keepers in the 
act of eating their luncheon at other times 
than the usual hour, This matter was tak- 
en up, and the outcome of it was that a 
circular was issued, with the sanction of 
a majority of the council, requiring all 
workmen under the jurisdiction of the 
council to report to the council what they 
did and how they passed the time during 
the hours they were not working. Then, 
too, the activity of the progressive element 
in the matter of refusing licenses to music 
halls has not tended to increase the popu- 
larity of the party. 

Nevertheless, the progressives have the 
advantage, inasmuch as the moderates 
have no really designed policy. They have 
allowed themselves to be run by the gas, 
water, tramway and livery companies, all 
of which, foreseeing that they will be ab- 
sorbed by the municipal government result, 
are seeking to secure a majority in the 
council that will give them extravagant 
compensation for their plants out of the 
rates and doubtless these companies will 
see to it that their side wins. 

Japan’s Price of Peace. 

There is a general feeling in the foreign 
office that the peace mission headed by LI 
Hung Chang will not be successful. Russia 
has absolutely vetoed the proposal of Japan 
to annex Corea and it is understood thar 
Japan now wants possession of the area 
between the Yalu and Lioa rivers in order 
to form a buffer state extending to the 
Russian frontier. of Amoor, Russian Man- 
churia, which territoy, now forming a part 
of southeastern Siberia, was acquired by 
Russia from China and Japan in 1858. This 
move, if successful, would secure to Japan 
the total withdrawal of Corea from Chinese 
influence, the possession of Port Arthur 
and command of the Yellow sea road to 
Peking. Japan also asks for possession 
of Formosa. 

The details of Li Hung Chane’s creden- 
tials, which will be communicated to the 
western powers, do not empower him to cede 
either Manchuria or Formosa to Japan. 

The appointment of Prince Lobanoff-Ros- 
tovski as Russian minister of foreign affairs 
has greatly pleased the foreign office here. 
Since the death of M. de Giers it has be- 
come clear that there exists In the Rus. 
sian foreign office a powerful party in op- 
position to the Armenian inquiry, wishing 
Armenian affairs to drift along as hereto- 
fore until Russia is compelled to intervene. 
She would then be a step nearer to the 
Persian gulf. England is very strongly 
opposed to Russian occupation of Armenia 
alone and believes that Prince Lobanoff 
favors joint diplomatic action in that ter- 
ritory. 

The Elbe Disaster Inquiry. 

The inquiry into the movement of the 
steamer Crathie in connection with her 
collision with the steamer Elbe, which is 
now being conducted by the board of trade 
deals wholly with the question of lights 
and the condition of the crew of the British 
ship.

GERMAN GOSSIP. 


The Emperor Causes the Chancellor 
Much Anxiety. 

Berlin, March 2.—Emperor William’s pub- 
lic appearances and speeches are causing 
Chancellor Prince Hohenlohe the same 
anxiety and discomfort that they occa- 
sioned his predecessor. The rejection of 
the torpedo boat appropriation in the reich. 
stag is due directly to his majesty’s speech 
at the dinner of the Brandenburg diet. 
The agrarians were angered by the rebuff 
he administered on that occasion. They 
résolved to get even, and they did it by 
clipping his naval plan. 

Politicians of all other parties also have 
had much fault to find with the Branden- 
burg speech, not so much on account of its 
sentiments as because of its inconsistency 
with the empeoror’s previous acts. They 
grant that his rebuke to the agrarians 
was wise, and that the government must 
hold to the commercial treaties. But why, 
then, they ask, was it necessary to dis- 
miss Count von Caprivi? The policy to 
which the emperor clings in defiance of 
the agrarians was Caprivi’s. I[t was en- 
forced by him with the aid of the deputies 
on the left—liberals and social democrats. 
By the dismissal of Caprivi and the sum- 
moning of the reactionary tory and protec- 
tionist ministers his majesty alienated all 
this support and placed the government 
at the mercy of the agrarian conservatives 
and the clericals, All of Chancellor Prince 
Hohenlohe’s statements at the opening of 
the session were framed with a view of 
getting their support. He has had the 
greatest difficulty in rallying a majority to 
pass the anti-socialist bill. Now his ef- 
forts have been largely frustrated by the 
emperor’s loquacity and his thoughtless- 
ness in offending the men into whose 
hands he has delivered himelf. The Vos- 
sische Zeitung contingent and the liberal 
unionists under Deputies Rickert and 
Barth are pleased with the prospect of a 
return to Caprivi’s tariff policy. The rad- 
icals, in sympathy with Richter and his 
journal, approve the emperor’s utterances, 
but protest that such erratic changes of 
policy must ultimately prevent men of in- 
dependent judgment from becoming minis- 
ters. 


He Was Not Wanted. 


Emperor William’s journey to Vienna 
this week has excited much comment. It 
is understood that Emperor Franz Joseph 
did not desire his presence, and intended 
to be himself the sole chief mourner at 
the Archduke Albrecht’s funeral. The 
archduke’s brother-in-law, Prince Luitpold, 
of Bavaria, absented himself for that rea- 
son from the funeral. Moreover, Emperor 
William left the official apartments at the 
Hoffburg to stay with his intimate friend, 
Count Philip Zuenburg, the German am- 
bassador. It is believed that he mingled 
an unusual amount of politics with his 
mourning and condolence at the Austrian 
court. 

The inner circle of the council of state has 
been summoned to a meeting on March 
12th. The official programme contemplates 
three main topics—the best means of fixing 
grain prices with a view to increasing them 
eventually; the railway freight rates and 
their regulation to suit the needs of the 
farmers; the solution of the sugar crisis. 

Count Kanitz2’s grain monopoly plan has 
no place in the programme, although it is 
understood it will not be introduced in the 
reichstag until, at the emperor’s explicit 
request, it shall have been discussed in the 
council of state. The council’s inner circle 
consists of the cabinet, the royal princes, 
who are ex-officio members, and the chiefs 
of those departments especially concerned 
in the legislation to be considered, in the 
present case the departments of agriculture 
and commerce. It happens that among the 
present members the outspoken opponents 
of Count Kanitz’s monstrous monopoly 
scheme are in the minority. 

Emperor William will open the council’s 
session with a speech on social reform and 
economic conditions. Chancellor Prince Ho- 
henloke will be chairman. 

Cheered Caprivi. 

Count von Caprivi’s birthday, on Febru- 
ary 2th, passed absolutely unnoticed by 
the emperor and his court, but the Eighth 
regiment, of which he is still honorary 
chief, telegraphed congratulations. The 
German guests at the Montreux hotel, 
where he is staying, gave him three cheers 
and a congratulatory reception. 

The Radziwil and Oppersdorff families 
gave a big dinner at the Palace hotel this 
week to celebrate the engagement of the 
Princess Dorothea Radziwil and Count 
Johannes Oppersdorff. The Talleyrannds 
and Radolins were the most conspicuous of 
the princely families present. 

Mrs. Guppert, wife of the socialist leader 
in the braubauerschaft, drowned herself 
and her three children this week to escape 
her husband’s brutality. Guppert’s neigh- 
bors have told the police terrible stories 
of life is his household. He is said to have 
beaten his wife almost daily and to have 
forced her to do the most degrading work 
in the presence of her children. He has 
been arrested. 
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OSCAR WILDE INSULTED. 


He Has the Marquis of Queensbury 
Brought Up in Court. 

London, March 2.—John Sholto Douglass, 
marquis of Queensbury, was arraigned be- 
fore Magistrate Newton, in the Great 
Marlborough street police court, this af- 
ternoon on a charge of having libeled Os- 
car Wilde. Mr. Wilde’s lawyer in present- 
ing the complaint set forth that Mr. Wilde 
was a husband who was living upon the 
most affectionate terms with his wife and 
two sons. For the last nine or ten months, 
he said, the marquis of Queensbury had 
persecuted Mr. Wilde with the utmost 
cruelty. The last act of persecution occur- 
red on February 28th, when the marquis 
left for Mr. Wilde at the Albermarle Club, 
of which both he and Mr. Wilde are mem- 
bers, an open card upon the back of which 
was written a vile and disgraceful epithet. 
The porter of the club upon reading the 
words enclosed the card in an envelope so 
that {t might not be seen by other per 
sons than Mr. Wilde. The detective who 
arrested the marquis in Dover street this 
morning testified that when he approach- 
ed the marquis and informed him of the 
complaint upon which he was arrested, his 
lordship said: “This has been going on 
for two years.” 

Sir George Lewis, the marquis of Queens- 
bury’s soHcitor, in his address to the court 
said that when the facts should become 
fully known, it would be found that the 
marquis had been acting under the influ- 
ence of great indignation, based upon 
abundant provocation. The marquis was 
reieased on £1,500 bail, and the case was ad- 
journed for a week.

It Is Thought the Envoys’ 
Will Be Suecessful. 


London, March 2A Central News dis- 
patch from Peking says the prospect that 
peace with Japan will be speedily conclud- 
ed is exceedingly good. Documents com- 
prising the credentials of the envoys are 
nearly ready and details are being settled 
by telegraph. Assuming that there will 
be no hitch in the preliminaries, the envoys 
will probably leave Tien-Tsin about March 
Ith.

HIS EYE ON THE MILLS’ PAYROLL 


Three Mon Are in the Room at 
the Time, 


ONE FINDS SAFETY IN THE VAULT 


The Murderer Trides to Get Him to Opes 
Up-—Shores Cuts the Telephone Wire. 
Lowe Locked Up Three Hours. 


Valley Field, Quebec, March 2.—The town 
of Valley Field had a sensation last night in 
the shape of a double murder and attempt. 
ed robbery. The paymaster of the Mon. 
treali Cotton Company, John Lowe, assist. 
ed by two office clerks, J. Loy and Hugh 
Wilson, were making up the payroll in 
readiness for Monday. Mr. Snhortis. who 
was lately private secretary to the mana- 
ger of the mill, entered the office about Ij 
o'clock p. m. Paymaster Lowe always 
keeps a loaded revolver close at hand, and 
when the clerks had about finished their 
work, Shortis reached over the counter 
and grabbed the revolver. He first shot 
Wilson in the left side, and Lowe and Loy, 
thinking it an accident, went to his as- 
sistance. Loy then started to telephone 
for a doctor, but as he reached the in.- 
strument Shortis took deliberate aim and 
fired, shooting him dead, the bullet pierc- 
ing his heart, Shortis then fired at Lowe, 
but missed, hitting Wilson in the forehead. 
Lowe, seeing how matters were, grabbed 
the pay boxes, which contained $25,000, 
and ran into the vault with them, pulling 
the massive door closed after him. 

Shortis called to him‘ to come out, say- 
ing he would not injure him, but Lowe re. 
fused. While Shortis was trying to get 
the vault open, Wilson, the wounded man, 
managed to crawl out of the place and 
gave an alarm to two men who were at 
work outside. 

Before these men reacked the office, 
however, Night Watchman Maxime Leb. 
couf entered and was met by Shortis, wha 
shot him dead. Shortis then cut the wires 
of the telephone to cut off all vommunica- 
tion with the outside and made another 
attempt to get into the vaul. The two 
workmen entered the office at this juncture} 
and as Shortis’s revolver was now empty, 
they soon overpowered him. 

John Loy, the first victim, was a most 
promising young man and the eldest son 
of Mayor Loy. 

Wilson, the wounded man, is in a very 
critical condition and grave fears are en- 
tertained as to his rocovery. Paymaster 
Lowe was imprisoned in the vault three 
hours before the doors could be opened, 
and as his health has not been good, he is 
seriously prostrated. 


WHIPPED BY WHITECAPS. 


Two Brothers-Are Taxen Out at Night 
and Brutally Whipped. 

Greensboro, N. C., March 2.—(Special)—A 
citizen of Yadkin county brought news 
here last night of a terrible affair which 
occurred near Mana a few nights ago. 
About 120 whitecaps with heavy masks 
visited the houses of Amos Knott and 
brother and beat them unmercifully. Ropes 
were placed around the necks of the two 
men. After tying them up to the trees 
the whitecaps proceeded with their corpo- 
real punishment. The two brothers were 
unable to give an alarm, as their mouths 
were tied so that they could not utter a 
word. The injuries inflicted upon both are 
serious. In fact, one of the brothers is not 
expected to live. The whitecaps charged 
the men whom they treated so cruelly with 
having reported several blockaders to the 
revenue officers. Considerable indignation 
prevails in the neighborhood, but there 
appears to be no clue to the perpetrators 
of the barbarous deed. Knott and his 
bro.her were notified by the whitecaps 
that they would be allowed only ten days 
to get out of the county. 


Trial of the Meadowcrofts. 
Chicago, March 2.—The trial of Charles J, 
and Frank R. Meadowcroft, ex-bankers, on 
another of the dozen or more indictments 
found against them by the November grand 
jury, was begun in Judge Freeman’s court 
today. ~The indictment on which they are 
now being tried charges them with receiv- 
ing $637 from John Booth at a time when 
they knew themselves to be insolvent. A 
jury will probably be secured early next 
week. The Meadowcrofts were recently 
convicted and sentenced to one year in the 
penitentiary and to pay a fine of $28 for re. 
ceiving deposits when they knew them- 
selves to be insolvent. A motion for a new 

trial on this verdict is now pending. 


Arrested for Assault. 

Jackson, Miss., March 2.—(Spe-ial.)—On 
February 13th Mrs. Nabors, housekeeper 
for Father Dutto, was criminally assagited 
in her room at the priest’s house and bru- 
ta ly mistreated. The villain escaped beforg 
he accomplished his purpose. Today John 
Willis, colored, was arrested on an affidavit 
sworn out by Mrs. Nabors. He was ar- 
raigned before Justice Moore, who released 
him on $500 bond. Once before a negro in 
a like case was bailed in the sum of $2,500, 
He was hanged before morning.

Three 
men named Snyder, Brown and McBride 
were biown to pieces and their remains 
were picked up several hundred yards 
away. John McCrooms had both 
crushed and a man named Schmidt had 
his skull crushed by fiying pieces of iron. 
A man named Augsburg was also terribly 
injured about the head and back. The 
boiler, engine and building were blown te 
atoms. A defective boiler was the cause.

Salvini has an individuality like none of 
his contemporaries and a personal charm 
Which would make the Success of an actor 
with a third of his ability. There are those 
Who consider, and not without reason that 
Salvini will not demonstrate his" true

The address of the democratic bi- 
metallists is important as one of the 
of the hour—as marking a 


symptoms 
aud a desire on the part ol! 


disposition 
genuine democrats to lay aside all dif- 
ferences on minor issues and get to 
gether on the paramount issue of Te- 
storing silver to its constitutional place 
in the currency systen. : 

The framers of the address perceive 
that whatever is to be done in the direc- 
tiov of givine the people financial re- 
lief must be done through the medium 
of a political organization, and they 
recognize the fact that the most avail- 
able organization for that purpose is 
the democratic party. 

There is nothing new in the address 
so far as the attitude of the democratic 
bimetallists is concerned. It simply re- 
iterates the importance of the money 
question and the absolute necessity of 
uniting all opponents of the British gold 
standard on this paramount issue. 

The Constitution heartily unites with 
the framers of this address in calling 
on the democratic voters—the common 
people of the‘ country—the farmers and 
producers—the wage earners of the 
country—the great masses of the people 
who are vitally interested in this great 
question—to unite and in this way wrest 
the control of legislation from the hands 
of the money sharks, the usurers and 
the gold gamblers. 

The issue is more {mportant than any 
party organization or any party name, 
but, as the people can get relief only 
through the medium of a party organi- 
zation, The Constitution, looking solely 
to their interests—looking solely to their 
welfare and prosperity, begs them to 
lay aside all differences of opinion on 
minor questions and nnite in an earnest 
effort to free themselves from the ap- 
palling results of the British gold stand- 
ard. They have seen their prosperity 
disappear like a shadow during the 
past three years. They have seen the 
results of their toil pass away as a 
dream. hey have seen the value of 
their cotton, their wheat, and their labor 
transferred to gold, the fetish of the 
Shylocks. Tocy have seen their debts 
and their taxes double. They have seen 
their property shrink to less than half 
its value. Neither war nor pestilence 
would have been so destructive or 
created so much misery. 

This appalling misfortune has been 
wrought by the ircreased value of gold 

—a value that has been created not only 
by the demand for the metal in this 
country and in Europe as the money of 
final redemption, but by the fact that 
a large part of the world’s available 
stock of gold is held in the war chests 
of the EPuropean powers, while the rest 
is practically cornered by the Rothschilds 
end the other great bankers of Europe. 
Not only has this small stock of gold 
more vastly increased in value by rea- 
son of the immense increase in the 
demand for it, but this increase has 
been at the expense of the prosperity 
of the people. 

The people having no stock of cold 
on hand, are compelled to make their 
purchases and pay their debts with the 
products of their labor—with their cot- 
ton, their corn, their wheat, and their 
daily labor. When the purchasing pow- 
er of these commodities is cut down 
more than haif—in the case of eotton 
and wheat, more than two-thirds—tho 
people cannot have any prosperity. 

When the people are not prosperous— 
that is to say, when they have no sur- 
plus to invest in trade—all business must 
suffer. When prices are low and fal)- 
ing lower all industries must suffer. 
The established industries suffer po- 
cause their profits are practically wiped 
out. There is no demand for money to 
be invested in new industries and new 
enterprises. Being based. on and re- 
deemable in gold, it is too valuable for 
ordinary investment. Consequently we 
see it piled up and congested in the 
financial centers waiting for gilt-edged 
investments, such as government bonds 
and other safe securities. 

Witnessing these results day bv day. 
and foecliny keenly the paralyzing effect 
of the British gold Standard, The Con- 
stitution is of the opinion that the time 
has come for the people of this country 
to get together and free themselves from 
tho clutches of the gold gamblers. Espe- 
cially is it the duty of the voters of the 
south to present a solid front against 
tbe infamous money league that now 
has control of affairs. 

There are in Georgia and in the sonth 
some very honest, earnest and sincere 
men who have betaken themselves into 
a third party in the hope of bettering 

their condition by securing remedial 
legislation. The Constitution begs all 


such to lose no time in returning to the 
democratic party so that they may join 
forces with the genuine democrats and 
redeem themselyes and their country

The cheers’ which 
greeted this estimable lady upon her 
entrance into the state convention where 
there was but one name—that of her 
husband—were the tributes of Georgia 
manhood to one whose beautiful devo- 
tion in a political campaign had not 
dimmed the inherent modesty of a re 
fined womanhood. 

In this hour of laudable pride, just as 
she was preparing to illustrate the 
charms of southern womanhood in a 
wider sphere—admired by her country- 
men, tenderly beloved by her husband, 
the hand of providence has touched her. 

The Constitution and the people of 
Georgia tender sincerest sympathy to 
Governor ‘Atkinson, with hopes that 
restoration to health may restore to 
him the one he loves so well. 

The Religious Vote, 

If none but church members voted in 
the United States, an overwhelming 
majority of the people would be dis- 
franchised. 

This phase of the voting question has 
been studied out by Dr. W. H. Roberts, 
who was led thereto by the expressed 
hopes of certain reformers that the day 
was in sight when the chureh could 
take charge of the ballot box and purge 
the country of many of the evils of 
which it complains. 

In the last national election there 

were cast 12,073,657 out of 15,137,889 
eligibles. Out of the ascertained popu- 
lation in 1890 of 62,622,250 the number 
of church communicants was only 
20,613,307. Allowing 3,500,000 as the 
number of Protestant voting communi- 
cants, and 2,000,000 Catholics, the total 
church vote is only a fraction over 
5,000,000 out of 15,000,000 voters. 
This does not mean, however, that 
the religious spirit does not govern the 
people of the United States to a larger 
degree than it does the people of any 
Other country in the world. It is com- 
monly the practice to speak of the 
United States as a country in which 
church and state are divorced, when 
the opposite statement would be the 
true one. It is true that no one church 
has a monopoly of establishment, as 
they have in Europe, just as it is 
equally true that all churches are here 
equally established, recognized, pro- 
tected and encouraged in every possible 
manner. The disturbance of pulllic 
worship, even in The humblest house, is 
severely punished, so much so that the 
rights of no institution in the country 
are so free from intrusion as those per- 
taining to the church. 
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Discussing the Divorce Laws. 

It seems somewhat strange that the 
women’s national council should have 
wasted so much time in mawkish dis- 
cussion of the divorce laws. 

I’'rom the speeches delivered it would 
appear as if there was a strong ele- 
ment in the council that wanted mar- 
riage itself done away with, to be sub- 
stituted by a plan of natural selection. 
Mrs. Ellen Battele Deitrich, for instance, 
drew applause by the statement that, 
“Once fully comprehend, the divinely 
natural principle of equal freedom, ac- 
cept it fearlessly and propagate it 
bravely, unterrified by dull prejudice, 
and details may be safely trusted to 
work out their own salvation.” Em- 
boidened by the approbation she evoked, 
Mrs. Deitrich ventured into the bolder 
statement that, “The truth in this case 
is that every sane adult human being 
has a right to freely make his or her 
own contracts, and legislation has no 
right to interfere, save when one hu- 
man being’s liberty conflicts with the 
equal liberty of another; and that equal 
knowledge and equal capacity for self- 
support are the only sure foundations 
for equal rights. Such a system of free 
contracts worked well in one of the 
greatest civilizations of antiquity, and 
there seems to be no good reason why 
it might not work equally well now.” 

This open advocacy of “free contracts” 
was followed by a defense by Miss 
Shinn of remarriage after divorce. 
“Why,” she exclaimed, “should a woman 
be roasted for seeking another husband? 
Have you given the churches the right 
to say that because a woman has once 
sought happiness and failed she shall 
not attempt to get it again?’ 

The significant part of the discussion 
was the desire to treat divorce, not as a 
misfortune confined to the few, but as 
an institution to be kept perpetually in 
sight by all classes, so that the divorce 
notices in the newspapers might take 
equal rank with the marriage notices. 
It will be a long time before the good 
women of the country will give ear to 
the vagaries of these self-appointed dele- 
gates, who meet around the country for 
the purpose of airing their private griey- 
ances as public ills. 

It is unfortunate that there should 
ever be occasion for a divorce court. 
It is best that its existence should be 
hidden away, and that all mention of it 


should be excluded from the family ctr- 


cle. It is the woman that suffers in the 
proceeding, and that woman who would 
seek to make the institution popular is 
no friend to her sex.

Bitterness of 
speech, family estrangements and the 
depressions of business consequent upon 
agitation, all combined to give South 
Carolina a black eye in the public esti- 
mation. 

Now that the fighf is over the Tillman- 
ites have nothing to gain by keeping it 
up, except continued rancor, and the 
conservatives are willing to swallow 
their prejudice for the good of their 
native state. To carry their quarrel into 
the state constitutiona! convention, in 
Which an instrument of permanent ex- 
istence is to be framed, would he exceed- 
ingly unfortunate.

It has been known for a long time that 
there was gold on Captain I. M. Roberts's 
farm, near the depot, at, Roswell, and he 
has had numerous offers to buy all or an 
interest in his lands. Mr. J. W. Fitts who 
has been the only worker in this gold mine, 
is sure that there is gold in the Place in 
large quantities. He says that all that is 
needed to develop a rich gold mine there is 
water facilities and. proper machinery, 
Which could be had at a reasonable cost. 
He has been working hardly half his time 
since September last and has realized about 
$115. The ore is of the best quality and is 
found in good sized nuggets—one of which 
weighted one pennyweitght and eighteen 
grains. He is an old man of experience in 
mining, but works only with a spade and 
pan. Captain Roberts has a large finger 
ring and other jewelry which was made of 
gold from this mine, and nearly every 
month sends off from five to fifty dollars’ 
worth of the precious ore. e surprising 
feature is that so little attention has been 
paid to the development of such a valuable 
property.

Dr. Hawthorne on Free Speech. 

Atlanta, Ga., March 2.—Editor Constitu- 
tion. It is announced in a dispatch from 
Savannah that when Mr. Slattery and his 
wife leave that city they will come to 
Atlanta and repeat the lectures which 
have caused so much disturbance in other 
places. The people of this city are too 
loyal to the constitutional right of free 
speech to forbid these persons to deliver 
their lecturés in a public hall. They have 
suffered Ingersoll to do this and they will 
not be less tolerant of an ex-priest and an 
ex-nun. The conduct of the mayor of 
these persons 
against mob violence will be endorsed by 
every man who understands the genius of 
this government.

THE PRYOR STREET PAVING. 


A Joint Meeting Held Yesterday but 
No Decision Reached. 

There was a joint meeting of the street 
committee and the committee on electric 
and other railroads of the city council yes- 
terday morning, to consider the Pryor 
street pavement question,

matter, more than to appoint a subcommit- 
tee to look into the quesion and make a re- 
port at another meeting of the committee 
to be held next week.

Consolidated Street Railroad Company, 
claiming that that company’s T rails wreck- 
ed the brick next to their tracks by the 
flanges of the car wheels coming in con- 
tact with them. 

A Plausible Explanation. 

Editor Constitution—Reading your ac- 
count of the meetings relative to the Pryor 
street vitrified brick, I am astonished that 
no one yet has approached the reason of 
the so-called bad work, which is simply 
the effect of a most natural cause. I no- 
ticed after our first severe frost, the water 
having worked its way under the brick, 
when it froze,’ there was no other course 
but for the brick to raise up, those bricks 
next to the rail having been laid in hydraul- 
ic cement, which hal not had time to set 
so as to be impregnable to the water. Had 
they been solid blocks of steel under 
the same conditiors they would have raised 
the same way. Being a plumber, I have 
had too much experience of being blamed 
for what no man can avoid, and that is 
the increase in bulk of water when it 
turns int» ice; a force which no power on 
earth can resist. I would venture to say 
that had the work been done in the spring 
or summer instead of fall or winter. or 
hed the bricks next to the track heen ‘laia 
with kot tar, the same as the other part 
of the street, the trouble would never have 
happened.

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THEY MUST BE SWORN 


No More Looseness in Elections Will Be 
Allowed to Stand. 


IMPORTANT RULINGS ON THE POINT 


Judge Hart, of the Ocmulgee Circuit, 
Delivers a Notable Decision. 


THE HOUSE COMMITTEE'S POSITION 


— 


Was £xactly the Same—Uniess Hach Man- 
ager Is Sworn the Precinct *houli Be 
Tprown Out—Judge Hart’s Decision. 


The days of looseness in elections in 


Georgia are over. 

The multitude of contests before the 
house of representatives and those which 
have followed as a result of the elections 
of county officers have opened the eyes of 
the public to the loose methods that have 
prevailed, and have, in consequence, re- 
sulted in some judicial decisions that will 
be of value in the future. 

One of the most interesting and one of 
the most important points passed upon 
has been as to the necessity of judges of 
elections being sworn. 

This point, it will be remembered, was 
debated at some length before the house 
elections committee during its recent sit- 
ting at the capitol. It came up in connec- 
tion with the contest from Gwinnett coun- 
ty, but the committee’s decision affected 
not only that case, but others. 

After several hours’ deliberation the com- 
mittee adopted a resolution introduced by 
Mr. Johnson, of Hall, declaring that it was 
essential to the validity of an election that 
the managers take the oath prescribed by 
law, and that if any manager at a pre- 
cinct had not taken the oath that precinct 
must be thrown out. 

The populist members opposed this, prin- 
cipally because of its bearing upon the 
particular case under consideration, and 
some of the democratic members took the 
position that the failure of the managers, 
or any one of them, to be sworn should 
not invalidate the election at that precinct 
unless there was evidence of fraud at that 
precinct. 

Judge Hart. has gone into the matter 
thoroughly, and the position he takes is an 
endorsement of the position of the major- 
ity of the committee. His decision is the 
first rendered on this point in Georgia, and 
will be read with great interest throughout 
the state. The Constitution gives it in 
full: 

Judge Hart's Decision. 

‘Fall, et al., vs. Storey, et al. Contest for 
County Offices in Green County. The ques 
tion for ajudication arises on the following 
grounds, viz.: 1. Because J. J. Sanders, a 
manager at the election precinct of Penfield, 


was not sworn. 

“The proof shows that Sanders was a no- 
tary public and ex-oflicio justice of the 
peace, and subscribed his name to the 
printed affidavit, but no oath was in fact 
administered to him. There are seven other 
precincts in the county attacked in the 
same manner, four of them, to-wit: Wood- 
ville, Greshamville, Walkers and Siloam, 
by the contestants, while the contestees, 
for the same reason, attack the precincts 
of Union Point, White Plains and Reynolds. 


The ground and the proof being the same 


in each instance, thereby presenting the 
identical question, a desision touching the 
Penfield precinct will apply to and control 
the others. A proper ruling of this ques- 
tion depends upon the answers to the fol- 
lewing inquiries: 

“1. Does the law require superintendents 
of elections to be sworn, as a pre-requisite 
qvalification? 

“2. Did Sanders, by subscribing his name 
to the printed affidavit, comply with the 
law requiring the superintendent to take 
and subscribe the oath prescribed? 

3. Suppose Sanders was not sworn, was it 
necessary he should have been, he in fact 
being a notary public and ex-officio justice 
of the peace? 

‘4. Conceding the statute is mandatory in 
saying the superintendents must be sworn, 
ought this precinct to be thrown out, no 
fraud appearing? 

“As to the first inquiry. Is an oath an 
essential qualification of an election superin- 
terdent? 

“he duty to hold elections under our 
Statute devolves upon nobody. There are 
several classes of persons who possess the 
qualifications to preside as election superin- 
tendents. They may preside, that is, ordi- 
naries, justices of the peace and freehold- 
ers; and one from this class may preside 
as a superintendent provided he ean r 
and write, and before holding the election 
he takes and subscribes the oath therein 
prescribed. The oath is as much a qualifi- 
cation as his ability to read or write, or as 
to whether he did or did not own land. 
Why should the law say a citizen not a 
freebolder is disqualified to eside at an 
election, but if he owns Ian‘ he is to be 
trusted in this important matter, without 
even binding his conscience with an oath, 
and subjecting him to the pains and penal- 
ties of a violated oath? Fair elections 
ought to be encouraged and party prejudice 
ard bias should be eliminated as far as pos- 
sible by placing the managers under every 
obligation to preside fairly and impartially. 
Oath bound superintendents ig the only 
pledge for the purity of the ballot and the 
sanctity of the ballot box. The reason why 
a superintendent should be sworn is potent 
and that it is necessary he should be the 
law is as plain as human language’ can 
make it.

GEORGIA’S SYMPATHY. 


It Will Be Extended to the Governor 
in His Hour of Great Sorrow. 

In the hour of his deepest sorrow, the 
heart of every Georgian will go out to Gov- 
ernor Atkinson, The affliction which has be- 
fallen him and his, is so terrible that any 
reference to it through the public prints 
would seem cruel; and yet, in view of the 
publication that has been made, some refer- 
ence is necessary. 

From the first the daily papers, mot only 
ef Atlanta, but of other cities of the state, 
have been fully cognizant of the facts m 
this case. They were not used or referred 
to because of their deplorable nature—so 
deplorable that any expressions of 
personal life of this grief-stricken 
—a sorrow that belonded to the 
ed to the personal life of this grief-stricken 
husband and was in no sense a part of his 
public life. However, as the case has been 
made the subject af e sensation in a week- 
ly paper, The Looking Glass, and as the 
story has been telegraphed to newspapers 
outside the state, The Constitution believes 
it proper to make a brief and succinct state- 
ment of it. 

Governor Atkinson is now in the east 
where he has gone to place his wife in a 
sanitarium, This step has been taken upon 
the advice of some of his closest friends 
whe urged this course from a conviction 
that the unfortunate lady is, and has been 
for several months, suffering ‘from acute 
mental trouble—demented in short. This is 
due to a broken constitution, and the efforts 
to repair the failing by means of narcotics, 
this effort resulting as it so often does, 
in the excessive use of these drugs. 

The publication referred to states that the 
mental derangement in this case led to 
kleptomania. One chare of this nature 
reached the governor’s ears just a week ago 
and was the first suggestion that had come 
to him of any mental trouble, Overwhelmed 
by the awfulness of his position, he askeu 
several of his intimate friends to fully 
investigate the whole matter and advise 
him, These gentlemen did so and they found 
that the charges were probably true, so 
far as the physical facts were concerned, 
as is explained in their letter given below. 
In two instanees articles had been taken, 
in both of them articles of no value what- 
ever. There was no question of the presence 
of mental derangement, and a further in- 
vestigation developed the cause. 

It is painful to have to allude to this 
matter in any way, and yetin view of the 
possibilities of exaggeration which rumor 
— up, it is better to give this explana- 
ion, 

An exhaustive search developed but two 
cases with a possibility off one other. 
Still the circumstances were sufficient to 
indicate the real state of affairs and the 
lady’s father was sent for. He agreed 
fully as to the course to be pursued and 
Governor Atkinson at once acted upon the 
suggestion of his friends. Mrs. Atkinson 
is now in a gsanitarium, where she will, 
of course, be given every care and it is 
the sincere hope of everybody that a resto- 
ration of health will soon come. 

The letter to the governor, to which 
reference has been made, is as follows: 

‘SAtianta, Ga., February 27, 1895—Hon. 
William Y. Atkinson, City. Dear Sir: At 
your request we, your neighbors and 
friends, have investigated the charges 
which have recently been made and cir- 
culated concerning Mrs. Atkinson, your 
wife imputing to her conduct violative of 
the rights of property. As a result .we 
have ascertained that the charges, some 
or all of them, are probably true as to 
the mere physical facts. We have also 
ascertained that her conduct is attributable 
to mental aberration caused in part by 
great mental etrain during your candidacy 
for the office of governor and partly by 
the habitual use of morphine and other 
opiates or narcotics. We have no ‘doubt 
that she was morally irresponsible for her 
acts on the occasions referred to. Under 
the facts which have come to our know!l- 
edge, we think it due both to her and 
you that she be sent to a suitable sani- 
tarium or asylum, public or private, for 
timely and proper treatment of «her un- 
fortunate malady. We advise that this 
be done without delay. Very truly and 
sincerely your friends.

A VICTIM OF JUSTICE, 


The Witness Whols Summoned to Testify 
in the Uni.ed States Court. 


HOW HE 18 MADE 0 SUFFER, 


He Frequently Climbs tae Mountains 
and Walks All the Way. 


ONLY TO WAIT FOR HIS MONE 


The Money Londer Has Come tothe Front 
in Recent Years—How He Comes 
tothe Reliet oi the Witness 


The poor little farmer who lives in a cot- 
tage far up on the mountains of north 
Georgia and struggles, from year to year, 
to scratch a meager living from the sil, 
scarcely making ends mect in spite of the 
most rigid economy, finds himself at a 
painful disadvantage when summoned to 
appear as a witness in the United States 
court. 

He has no option in the matter, for the 
federal court is the highest authority under 
heaven, although the terrors frequently sug- 
gest the opposite direction, He knows the 
federal laws to be like those of the Medes 
and Persians and regardless of the persona: 
‘pacrifice he is making he sets out for Atlan. 
ta to be on hand, when the case is called. 
bright and early. 

In order to save the price of a railroad 
ticket and thus, in a measure, repair the 
damage caused by leaving their crops, the 
poorer witnejses have f eyuently been 
known to climb the mountains, wade the 
crecks ani walk all the way over the rough 
and winding country roads stretching be- 
tween their homes and Atlanta. 

This requires several days, of course. It 
exposes the traveler to all kinds of weather 
and keeps him away from home and from 
his wife and children. During his absence 
the farm is idle and no one is left behind 
to take care of his little property anda 
dearer still the household that means as 
much to him as the royal cares of a king- 
dom mean to the man who wears its 
crown. 

It would be all right if the witness, after 
gerving his time, were promptly reimbursed 
or paid by the government the mileage and 
per diem to which he is entitled, But in- 
stead of this it frequently happens that the 
government, with all its vast, unlimited re- 
sources, has no available cash on hand and 
the -witness must either wait the govern- 
ment’s pleasure or sell the debt to a greedy 
purchaser who is ready to buy it if he can 
get his usury. 

The United States government is notori- 
ously a slow paymastor. It rarely ever hap- 
pens that the ready cash is on hand to pay 
the mountain witness when the scrip is 
issued and because of a lack of funds he 
has to sell his voucher at a heavy discount 
in order to get back to his wife and chil- 
dren. 

Money Lenders on the Scene. 

The distress of the witness and the fail- 
ure of the government to pay him promptly 
for his services, giving him only a voucher 
or scrip, payable at some future date, has 
originated a class of money lenders who 


come to the relief of the witness, but who 


line their coats with greenbacks by the | 


operation. 

It is only fair to observe in this connection 
that none of the employes of the govern- 
ment have thus posed as shylocks, feeding 
upon the embarrassment of this unfortunate 
class of witnesses. The money fumished 
for the purchase of the scrip comes from 
the outside; from men who have either 
served on the jury or who have been about 
the custom house and have made. them- 
selves famillar with the situation, If a wit- 
ness wants to sell his voucher he -is more 
than likely to find an agent who is ready 
to open negotiations. 

It will thus be seen, in a measure, the 
disagreeable position in which a witness is 
put who Gomes all the way from the tops 
of the Blue Ridge to attend the federal 
court, He hwyB a ticket out of his own 
pocket, boards himself during his stay in 
the city and yet, such is the way that Uncle 
Sam has of conducting business, he is com- 
pelled to go back to his home without mon- 
ey or with only the meager sum that he 
has received in the tender mercy of the 
money lender. 

The following is the voucher that is sold 
by the witness to the money lender, after 
it is properly signed by the officer of the 
court qualified to administer the oath: 

“The above named witness, being duly 
sworn, deposes and says that, upon his ar- 
rival at his home, he will necessarily have 
traveled —— miles and attended court — 
days upon the above subpoena. —— days at 
$1.50 per day, $——; miles at .05 per mile, $j; 
total amount due, $. 


“Sworn to and subscribed before me, this 
— day of —, 15895. 
, Clerk, 


“T hereby certify that there is due the 
above named witness $— for per diem and 
mileage as appears from the above affidavit, 


“Clerk United States Circuit Court.” 

This voucher becomes the showing of the 
money lender for the sum he has paid the 
witness. As soon as the marshal is supplied 
with money by the government the shylock 
presents this voucher at the office and gets 
the money in place of the witness. 

It is not the fault of the marshal nor any 
of the custom house officials that the wit- 
nesses are thus delayed. It is the fault of 
the government and the evil should be cor- 
rected. 

In closing this article attention may be 
called to the faa@ that the credit of the 
government, especially for small amounts, 
is greatly strained by this delay and mer- 
chants, as a rule, are not competitors for 
Uncle Sam’s business. After a bill is pre- 
sented it usually requires from two to ten 
wecks for the money to be forthcoming. 
Coutractors have been known to decline 
large pieces of work, not on account 
of any distrust of the government, but sim- 
ply on account of the endless delay and 
worry to which they would necessarily be 
subjected. ‘

The Premiere Dansense Has Lost Her 
Charm with the Pablic, 


[HE SKIRT DANCER HAS THE DAY 


Why the Change Was Brought Abeut. 
Interesting lalk with Anaie St 
Tel About the Ballet. 


Except as an entre act of grand opera 
the premiere danseuse of the ballet has 
lost her charm. The exquisite art of which 
Taglioni and Fanny Elssler were graceful 
exponents is out of date. The swelling 
calves, fluted Swiss ruffies and low corsage 
are seldom seen on ihe stage; instead, come 
a swish of silken accordion pleated skirts, 
high-heeled slippers, flowing sleeves and tne 
tink of a tambourine. 

“The reason of the change in popularity 
is also a question of expense and health,” 
said graceful Annie St. Tel, who is one of 
the most talented young girls of the pro- 
fession. ‘‘American and English giris re- 
fuse to study ballet dances on account 
of the length of time it takes to acquire

a presentable efficiency in the art and the 
expense incurred in learning. So the pub- 
lic, foreed to accept what they could get, 
now think our style of dancing quite the 
prettiest on any stage, ancient or modern.” 

France 
was the legitimate home of the ballet, 
American girls who desired to make a 
living as dancers were forced to go to Paris 
to study their steps, just as artists and 
musicians do.

production. 

“To what expense did your studies put 
you?’ I asked Miss St. Tel. 

“Sixty dollars for twenty lessons is the 
usual price. I took two lessons a week for 
a year before I went on the stage, and 
that amounted to $350.” 

“And about that practice?” I asked. 
it very fatiguing?’ 

“Well, I know my teacher was surprised 
when I came on Thursday for my second 
lesson that week. She never expected such 
endurance, for her scholars always went 
to bed for a week after the first day’s in- 
struction. One explanation for the sore 
ness is that many women adopt skirt danc- 
ing as a livelihood after their twenty-fifth 
birthday. If they are very athletic and 
their muscles strongly developed, they wil] 
suffer more than the woman whose fibers 
are ‘flabby,’ the latter being more pliable. 

“Any young woman, though, whose mus- 
cular development has been acquired 
through delsarte or physical culture rather 
than fencing or rowing, will find skirt 
dancing easy to accomplish. 

“The first lessons,” she continued, “are 
similar to those in physical culture. You 
practice with a chair by bending the body 
from the waist in all directions. You em- 
phatically declare such gymnastics impos- 
sible, but if the strain is endured for two 
weeks it sees you familiar with attitudes 
you never dreamed of assuming. 

“J will ghow you one position that looks 
easy to do—but—try it and see.” And, put- 
ting her foot on a chair with the leg 
straight, knee unbent, she laid the upper 
part of her body gracefully along the sup- 
port thud formed, her head reposing on her

-ankle and her left shoulder placed a little 


below the hip. As she said, it looked sim- 


ple, but the girls to whom she showed the 
posifion have never even accomplished the 
primary movement—placing the leg straight 
out to the chair. 

“Another equally difficult movement is 
this”—and she placed the back of the heels 
together with feet out sideways, held the 
arms out in the game direction, then 

her body down to rest on her 
heels. If you imagine yourself gtheitic, 
just attempt this pose, and you will realize 
to what a degree of suppleness the skirt 
dancer’s body is educated. —

selves, they seem very simple after the 
attitudes are accomplished.”’ 

The muscles of a skirt dancer are so 
Symmetrically developed that there is no 
touch of ungainliness about the physical 
form. The unattractive lumps that are 
painfully visible in the legs of the pirouet- 
ting French danseuse are replaced by long, 
slim lines that bend gracefully as reeds. 

The plump woman must bow to her 
slim sister’s superiority in this profession, 
as every teacher of the art will confess. 
“The thinner she is the more yards of 
drapery I can build on her to add to her 
grace,’’ says one of the best known in- 
structors. 

Her preferable weight is ninety-six 
pounds, and women over 125 are discour- 
aged from studying. The more height she 
has the better, provided her body is in- 
Clined to pliant curves. 

No dieting is required to induce supple- 
ness. In fact, ’tis the verdict of beginners 
and experts that there is no such exercise 
as this to induce hunger. One professiona} 
confessed that she had sandw‘ches and a 
basket of fruit brought to her dressing 
room every night that she might satisfy 
her appetite as soon as her dancing was 
over. 

That this gormandizing does not in- 
crease their weight or hamper their diges- 
tion is due to the continuous exercise that 
keeps them “limbered up.” 

Half an hour a day is. given over to 
practice even by the most brilliant dancer, 
and many continue to receive instruction 
in what is technically termed “character 
steps” throughout all engagements. 

A costume for a skirt dancer costs from 
$250 to #400. It has to be renewed fre- 
quently, for yards of thin lace and lengths 
of gauzy silks are not calculated to with- 
stand constant and vigorous use. Slippers 
wear out rapidly, as the soles' must be 
of paper and the pressure on them severe.

COLORED MINISTERS. 


They Have a Word to Say About That 
Douglass Meeting. 


HOLMES DISAPPROVES THE SPEECHES 


Rev. EB. BR. Carter Says His Utterances 
Were Misunderstood and His 
Sentiment Not Represented. 


A meeti#g held at Big Bethel church last 
Monday night in memory of Frederick 
Douglass produced some speeches from the 
ministers and others present which have 
been the subect of considerable criticism 
and talk. 

One colored minister who spoke at the 
meeting says he was misunderstood and 
that his words as quoted do not represent 
his sentiments, The minister is Rev. E. 
R. Carter, who has been in Atlanta a 
number of years. 

He is reported to have made an invoca- 
tion for revenge. He eays this did not 
enter his mind, he beseeching the Lord 
to remove from the hearts of the race 
the sense of wrong done. 

Rev. W. E. Holmes, a conservative and 
thoughtful minister, who was not present, 
strongly dissents from the sentiments ut- 
tered at the meeting. He declares strong: 
ly that those utterances do not represent 
the sentiment of his race. He says he 
knows his people and that they do not de- 
sire intermarriage with the whites. 

“I regret exceeding deeply,”’ said Rev. 
Holmes, “‘that certain sentiments uttered 
at the meeting held Monday evening at 
Bethel church have been taken as the 
views of my people on the ‘race question.’ 

“I know my people. I know a large 
proportion of their representative men in 
this and in other states and I am glad to 
be able to report that all they desire is 
justice at the bar, fair dealing and an 
equal chance in the race of life. 

‘They do not desire intermarriage nor 
do they ask admission into the social 
circles of their white fellow citizens. 

“Always and everywhere I have sought 
to make this clear. to the whites both in 
public address and in private conversa- 
tion.”’ 

Rev. E. R. Carter, whose speech was 
printed in the afternoon paper, says his 
views were not correctly understood by 
the reporter. He says he cid not recog- 
nize his speech when he saw it in print. 

“Please allow me,’”® said Rev. E. R. 
Carter, “to say that I have been woefully 
misunderstood and misquoted in my fe- 
marks of last Monday night. 

“The meaning of my expressions and the 
manner in which I expressed myself were 
all of the most friendly intentions and 
without the least desire to provoke ani- 
mosity or inspire ill feelings in the au- 
dience against the white people of this 
great country. 

“I could not treat the confidence in which 
I am held with so mean a spirit as seems 
to be conveyed by my speech as reported 
I must confess that I did not know the 
letters that formed the words that I used 
on Monday night in my speech, 80 dif- 
ferently did they appear to what I meant 
them. I always teach my people to Iive 
in peace with the people from whom they 
get their living and I never allow myself 
to be so forgetful as to advise my people 
to do otherwise, and how I was 80 mis- 
quoted I cannot understand. When I read 
the newspaper I was confounded, especially 
where it quoted me as calling for revenge. 
when in point of fact of Said, ‘Oh, Lord 
when wilt Thou take kom us these feel- 
ings of wrong done us,’ with no intention 
or spirit of having retirbution brought upon 


any one.”’

Financial Gossip. 
From The New York Stockholder. 

The market is in a helpless, doomed condi- 
tion, It seems that a rally extending over 
one day is all that can be sustained. As 
to how much further the decline will go. 
in our judgment, stocks will decline event- 
ually to‘the basis of 60-cent wheat, 5-cent 
cotton, $2 iron and general depression in 
all products. 

The dividend payers will have to reduce or 
Suspend their investment rate, the bankrupt 
stocks will have to be assessed, the quota- 
tions of the high priced coalers, the trunk 
line stocks and the Grangers will have to 
come down. This is what in effect we have 
been arguing and predicting for many 
months, and the situation is now so very 
unfavorable that the majority are about 
ready to accept the inevitable. 

It would seem that owners of such prop- 
erties as New York Central, Northwest, 
Burlington and Jersey Central begin to 
realize that the latter are not exempt from 
the disastrous conditions which sent their 
financially weaker contemporaries into the 
hands of receivers, Erie, Atchison and the 
Reading for example. None of the dividend 
payers mentioned bears a charmed existence 
that ensures it immunity from the hard 
times, the crop failure and the abnormally 
low prices of farm staples, which latter in- 
deed are the root of our railway troubles. 

It may be remarked that lately liquidation 
has been obvious in the overcapitalized 
properties, in New York Central and Jer- 
sey Central, likewise to an extent in Bur- 
lington, Donbtless this is due to the well 
grounded belief of former holders not deti- 
cient in perception that tn view of the new 
era in staple prices it is almost a certainty 
that dividends based on the inflated prices 
of a few years ago cannot be paid indefinite. 
ly, that sooner or later they must be ad- 
justed either by omission or reduction to the 
altered conditions of 6-cent cotton and 60- 
cent wheat. 

Cause and effect are clearly shown in the 
case of the south and southern securities, 
the largest cotton crop in history being 
raised last year and with the hard times 
sending the staple to the price of produc- 
tion. So we have seen the securities of the 
Southern railway, representing the reor- 
ganized Richmond Terminal, decline steadi- 
ly the past few months, and more recently 
Louisville and Nashville sink from the 60s 
into the 40s on the conditions named.
